By DAVID HOROVITZ 
LONDON - Christian leaders 
stood by aud did nothing as the 
Germans murdered millions of 
Jews in the Holocaust, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury told 
a candelight service to mark the 
Kristallnacht anniversary here

In an extraordiary address 
denouncing Christian treat- 
ment of Jews through the ages 
as shamefel, the archbishop, 
Dr. Robert Runcie, declared: 
“Without centuries of Chris- 
tian anti-Semitism, Hitler's 
passionate hatred would never 
have been so fervently echoed. 
Witbout the poisoning of Chris- 
tian minds throughout the cen- 
turies, the Holocaust is 
unthinkabie."* 

Runcie, who was among the 
first troops to enter the Belsen 
concentration camp, stressed 
that religious leaders of the Ho- 
locaust period could not say 
they did not know what was 
going on in Germany.

6,000 children in the Haifa area in 
the spring to find out whether they 
have been affected by air pollution 
from local factories. 


The results will be compared with 
data from a similar survey conduct- 
ed several years ago, and will help 
the ministry to determine policy on 
the construction of new factories. 


‘The survey will be carried out by 
the ministry's Institute for Environ- 
mental Health Research and the 
Haifa District Health Office. 

Since the last survey, a number of 
large factories have begun operating 
in Haifa, and the quality of the air 
has deteriorated. 


A planned coal-fuelled power sta- 
tion is one of the facilities that could 
be sieves by the findings of the 
study. 


Over NIS 40,000 of the cost of the 
survey will be donated by the Israel 
Electric Corporation.

U.S. Senate now has eight Jews — the House holds 30

New York - Voters in Connecticut 
turned out Sen. Lowell Weicker, a 
‘three-term liberal Republican, and 
replaced him with Joseph Lieber- 
man, a neo-conservative Jewish 
Democrat in one of the biggest up- 
sets of the elections for the Senate. 


The victories of Lieberman and 
another Jewish Democratic candi- 
date, Herbert Kohl in Wisconsin, 
increased the number of Jews in the 
Senate from seven to eight. One 
Jewish incumbent, Chic Hecht of 

Nevada (Republican) was narrowly 
defeated by Gov. Richard Bryan 
(Democrat) . 


Nearly complete returns from 
around the country showed all Jew- 
ish members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives being returned to office, 
with two new Jewish members, Nita 
Lowey (D-NY), and Steven Schiff, 
bringing the total Jewish member- 
ship of the house to 30. 

Two Jewish Democratic incum- 
bents who are known as among Isra- 
el’s strongest allies in the Senate, 
Howard Metzenbaum of Ohio and 
Frank Lautenberg of New Jersey, 
handily turned back strong chal- 
lenges from Republicans George 
Voinovich and Pete Dawkins, re- 
spectively. Despite a reputation as 
one of the Senate’s most liberal 
members and‘despite a landslide vic- 


tory for George Bush in Ohio. 
Metzenbaum overwhelmed Cleve- 
land Mayor Voinovich by 57-43 per 
cent. 


Lautenberg’s 54-46 per cent vic- 
tory over Dawkins was even more 
impressive, given Dawkin’s all- 

erican resume as a one-time 
football star and a hero of the Viet- 
nam War.

Shamir seen as snubbing Conservative Movement

Prime Minister Shamir has re- 
fused to see Conservative leader 
Prof. Ismar Schorsch, who sought to 
convey his movement's strong oppo- 
sition to any change in the Law of 
Return. 


Schorsch, who is the chancellor of 
the Jewish Theological Seminary, is 
here this week for a conference of 
the Masorati (Conservative) Move- 
ment in Israel. 
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Schorsch said that he would not 
regard Shamir’s decision as a per- 
sonal slight, but added that the pre- 
mier’s refusal to hear his views 
would be viewed as a slight to the 
members of the Conservative move- 
ment. Schorsch added that changing 
the Law of Retum to invalidate con- 
versions performed abroad by non- 
Orthodox rabbis would create a seri- 
ous rift with the Diaspora.

At noon yesterday, he hosted Agu- 
dat Yisrael leader Rabbi Moshe 
Feldman for an informal meeting 
which included a briefing, complete 
with maps and diagrams, on Israel’s 
strategic concerns, as seen by the 
former minister of defence. 

“They have learned a lot about 
these matters since they joined the 
government 11 years ago.” Sharon 
says. He is trying to put together a 
coalition which will make Yitzhak 
Shamir prime minister, and, Sharon 
still hopes, will also bring him a litle 
closer to recapturing the defence 
portfolio. 

Sharon has no doubts whatsoever 
who the next defence minister 
should be. “In the current situation, 
with its serious deterioration in se- 
curity, with the fear that exists be- 
tween Jews, the thing that I am 
duty-bound to do, that I should do, 
that I must do, is be minister of 
defence. 

“Although it is a thankless task, 
in the present situation, the position 
must be filled by the man who can 
do it better than others. And I be- 
lieve that I can do it better than 
others. In other, more normal 
times, I would be happy to be for- 
eign minister, or finance minister. I 
am sure that I could do that very 
well.“ 

Sharon also thinks that he is high- 
ly-qualified to deal with the haredi 
parties. He is known to have a spe- 
cial relationship with haredi leaders, 
and he ascribes his status to his spe- 
cial coucern for Jewish religion and 
heritage. 

“The haredim are the guardians 
of Israel's Tora. Who will guard it, 
me or you? They know that [ am not 
a religious man. My advantage lies 
in my attitude towards the Jewish 
queen T am a Jew before any- 

ing el.2, and I want to state clearly 


that I know that Israel has very diffi- 
cult security and diplomatic prob- 
lems and complex economic prob- 
lems, but these are all solvable. 
What I am really worried about is 
the Jewish question. 

“As a member of a people which 
has existed for 3,800 years," am 
concerned about what we must do 
so that it will continue to exist for 
another 3,000 years, at least. This 
might be the link between me and 
them.” 

Sharon's concern for the contin- 
ued existence of the Jewish people 
brings him to a surprising statement 
on the drafting of yeshiva students, 
the main obstacle to understanding 
between Zionist and haredi parties. 

“It does not anger me, it bothers 
me. Asa Jew, I do not feel that I can 
determine whether any changes in 
this matter won't damage the con- 
tinued existence of the Jewish peo- 
ple, as Jews. 

“JI see an imminent danger all the 
time, the physical danger. which we 
all face continuously, to the Jewish 
people and to the state of Israel, and 
at the same time, I can also see the 
long-range danger to the Jewish 

le. 

“Saying what I really feel, I am 
incapable of balancing one against 
the other. Therefore I think that the 
status quo should remain intact. I 
think about our boys at the front, 
and I must also consider their con- 
tinuous concer for the Jewish char- 
acter of the Jewish people.” 


SHARON, IN FACT, does not hide 
his preference for a narrow coalition 
with the haredi parties to one with 
Labour. He states that one of the 
main advantages is that the haredim 
“didn’t operate behind the govern- 
ment’s back.” 

Sharon recounts that he was the 
“driving force” behind the outgoing 
national unity government set up in 


1984. But now he thinks otherwise. 
“We had a very bad experience. 


The purpose of the government was ~ 


to achieve unity, but the activities of 
Shimon Peres and the Labour Party 
resulted in disunity. It is impossible 
to keep on working like that. I know 
the Labour Party well, and there are 
some exceptional people there. But 
their influence on what happens in 
the top echelons is virtually non- 
existent.” 

The national unity government 
yielded what Sharon terms “very se- 
rious damage™ to Israel -- “political 
damage, damage to Israel's image. 
the deterioration of its deterrent ca- 
pabilities, a lessening of the fear of 
Israel, which is ἃ central component 
of our security conception. 

“I would say that this is an intoler- 
able situation. Therefore at this 
point, I don't believe that we should 
go back to that situation. The public 
had a choice between Labour, to- 
gether with the pro-PLO Arab par- 
ties and the Communist Party, or 
the national camp and the religious 
parties. The people have made their 
choice. From this point a govern- 
ment should be set up which will do 
what has to be done. And if it fails to 
carry out its missions, then in four 
years the public will choose a differ- 
ent government. 

“We now have a chance to act, 
and to go back to what I would call 
Jewish-Zionist sanity. We. have to 
set up a government — but not at any 
price. There is a limit to our 
concessions.” 

Sharon's criticism is not limited to 
his left-wing rivals. He is clearly un- 
happy with the Likud’s election 
campaign — in which he didn’t star — 
and its results: ‘The Likud was only 
partially successful in the elections. 
Laboor went down, and the Likud 
went down by less. We achieved 
much less than what was possible. I 
believe that conditions were ideal 


cae Ν 


for a real success. I would definitely 
not call jt a victory.” 

The main problem, as far as Shar- 
on is concerned. is the votes lost by 
the Likud to the right and to parties 
such as Shas. “I warned about this 
many times. J appeared over 100 
times in the election campaign. I 
was out in the field all the time, and 
I saw this erosion. 

“T think a basic mistake was made 
in our propaganda campaign. The 
campaign managers tried. by speak~ 
ing unclearly, to catch some theoret~ 
ical floating vote which supposedly 
existed on Labour's flanks, and ig~ 
nored the deep erosion to the Li- 
kud's right and to the religious par~ 
ties. 
“The lack of understanding of this 
issue was shown in the attempt to 
make the Likud into some sort of 
“beautiful” party, in which curly- 
haired, blue-eyed boys will present 
the party's positions and get the 
floating vote.” 


SHARON BELIEVES that he 
holds the key to solving the problem 
of the uprising in the territories. He 
believes that the defence establish- 
ment has failed to crush the upris~ 
ing, and he advocates firm and uaor- 
thodox measures which would be 
applied immediately. : 
“Three steps have to be taken: 
one, in the political realm, we 
should stop talking about the terri- 
tories being a burden, and about 
withdrawal, and about who needs 
Gaza - even if somebody thinks that 
we don't need Gaza. you should at

“And we should make clear, in an 
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Kaede ot 
unequivocal way. that in any solu- 
tion, both internal and external se- 
curity will remain in Israel's hands, 
and the IDF will be free to move and 
act everywhere. 

“Second, we should act against 
the political-operational Jeaders. 
who are located mainly in East Jeru- 
salem, against those who are behind 
all the riots. We know a lot about 
who they are. All these front-orga- 
nizations, those that enable the 
transfer of funds, that enable the 
activities, all these operational sys- 
tems. They operate in East Jerusa- 
lem and exploit our democracy. 

“I do not propose that we do any- 
thing which is contrary to interna- 
tional law, but a country has the 
right to defend its own democracy. 
Let's take the U.S.: if there were 
such activities inside Washington, 
they would wipe them out within a 
day. 
“We have to legislate appropri- 
ately. The degradation of LDF sol- 
diers cannot be allowed to continue. 
And it is inconceivable that soldiers 
not have the necessary legal backing 
to do whatever is necessary. 

“Third, in the operational field, 1 
believe that we should change our 
modus operandi: we should act in 
much smaller forces, avoiding, as far 
as possible, the deployment of re- 
serve units. We should use special- 
ized, professional IDF units togeth- 
er with the Border Police and the 
police. And we must use unconven- 
tional methods, to confront them, 
day in and day out, with a new

eferring to his past experience 
as OC Southern Command in the 
early Seventies, Sharon thinks that 
the best example of dealing with 


Palestinian riots and terror can be 
found in his successful battle in the 
Gaza Strip. > 

“In Gaza we have an exceptional 
example of how the terrorists were 
wiped out. The civilian population 
was active there as well, in demon- 
Strations and riots. But we drew a 
clear line between the population 
which actively supported terror, and 
that which didn't like us but wanted 
to live quietly..That was a big suc- 
cess. In order to deal with this prob- 
lem, we have to go back to that 
conception. It’s difficult after 11 


months of initfada, but it’s 
possible.“ 
Taking a thinly veiled swipe at the 


heads of the security establishment, 
Sharon says: “In the past 11 months 
there has been a serous deteriora- 
tion in security, and no one has tak- 
en responsibility for it. Everyone 
says ‘I am responsible,” but what 
does this mean in practice? Our ‘ap-. 
alysts’ explain: ‘It's really nothing, 
they were just playing cards, and 
then they just acted.” We get expla- 
nations all the time, or explanations 
that only a political solution is 
possible. ᾿ : 

“Whoever sees what's poing on: 
the charred bus with the mother and 
her three children, the soldier who 
was murdered, the Jewish woman 
whose head was bashed in with a 
stone — everything had an explana- 
tion according to our analysts. AndI 
suggest that instead of being our 
analysts they should be our com- 
manders ~ understand that. this 
grave situation should be dealt with 
immediately, and this should be the 
main consideration.”

“America will con- 
tinue to stand beside [Israel], never 
wavering in our support, and the full 
strategic and economic partnership 
we've newly forged in the past eight 
years will be maintained and extend- 
ed,” he said on October 27 in Los 
Angeles. 

But in separte interviews the day 
after Bush crushed Democratic can- 
didate Michael Dukakis, two well- 
known pro-Israel activists in Wash- 
ington sharply disagreed on what to 
expect during a Bush 
administration, 

Morris J. Amitay. a former execu- 
tive director of the American Israel 
Public Affairs Committee (AI- 
PAC), sees serious problems loom- 
ing. But Gordon Zacks, a long-time 
Republican Jewish activist and ar- 
dent Bush supporter, is confident 
that the relationship will not only 
remain strong but will even improve 
in the years ahead. 

“One has to be hopeful,"” Amitay 
said, But he candidly expressed his 
serious concems about Bush’s basic 
attitude toward Israel. 

“T hope he has in fact read and 
understood some of the very posi- 
tive pro- Israeli position papers that 
his campaign has put out, because, if 
that in fact will be the policy of the 
Bush administration, we can take 
some comfort,” Amitay said. “But I 
think what we really have to look at 
is where he has been in the past 20 
years, as far as the issue [of Israel] is 
concerned. 

“Although. as vice-president, he 
doesn’t go on record, from what we 
heard from people on the inside and

WHEN a Jewish woman is critically injured, 
as was settler Margaret Rosner this week. by a 
stone hurled at her in the dark just inside the 
Green Line, the bloody long hand of the 
intifada is readily detected; and the question is 
raised again how, if not whether, a way can be 
figured out for Arabs and Jews to live peace- 
fully in the same Land. But when stone- 
throwing and tyre-buming Arab youths, 
shouting nationalist slogans face off the po- 
lice. as they have done in the Israeli town of 
Taibe this week, the question is whether such 
enmity is endemic, and imported, or whether 


it is largely home-grown. 


in the specific case of Taibe the right an- - 
swer seems to be that, the impact of the

The row broke out over the demolition of 
15 illegally-built Taibe houses. The illegality 
was demonstrable, and undeniable. The de- 
molition orders had been duly issued, and the 
police had no choice but to carry them out. 

The entire operation was based on the re- 
cent recommendations of a government-ap- 
pointed public committee headed by the Inte- 
tior Ministry’s deputy director-general, 
Ya'acov Markowitz. The committee pro- 
posed, and the government last year agreed, 
that, with one small exception, the more than 
6,000 illegal houses in the Arab and Druse 
sector be licensed, retroactively. The excep- 
tion was 300 structures built on Jand ear- 
marked for public use such as roads and tele- 


phone lines. 


In return, Arabs and Druse were expected 
to keep the law, from then on, and stop 
building residences without licence. To make 
certain that they did, new and tougher mea- 
sures uf enforcement were adopted by the 
Interior Ministry. The threat was briefly effec- 
tive. Plainly, however, it did not work in the 
case of the 15 lawbreaking Taibe families. On

SECULAR JUDAISM

Sir. - As [ have not had the privi- 
lege of making the acquaintance of 
Professor Avraham Berkovits, I do 
not know on what he bases his per- 
sonal attacks on me in his article of 
October 9, “A solution for a secular 
Jew.” They are certainly not justi- 
fied by anything in my article of 
September 9, “The problems of a 
secular Jew.” 

Professor Berkovits accuses me of 
“wholesale acceptance of misinfor- 
mation... about yeshiva students 
and army service.” when all I did 
was to refer to “the wholesale ex- 
emption of yeshiva students from 
military service,” which he does not 
deny. 

He implies that I do not have “a 
smattering of modern physics” and 
declares that my only contact with 
the monumental Jewish heritage has 
been restricted to “secondary folk 
tales." that 1 have not grappled with 
the Talmudic discussions that devel- 
oped principles of everyday life. that 
the giants of the Jewish spirit and 


intellect are for me “merely vague 
(mystical?) inspirations.” because I 
have “shut the book on them for 
fear of intellectual enlightenment 


and growth.” 
These and similar charges are not 


only baseless; they are totally irrele- 
vant to the subject of my article. My. 


purpose was to explain, in the brief- - 


est outline, the outlook of a secular 
Jew, which is shared in practice by a 
large proportion — perhaps the ma- 
jonty - of the Jews in Israel, to 
justify the use of the term “secular 
Judaism” to denote that outlook. 
and to describe some of the perplex- 
ing problems aroused by it. 


if Professor Berkovits thinks that 
he can persuade secular Jews to ac- 
cept “the yoke of Tora and mitz- 
vot,” then I have no desire to stand 
in his way.

WITH LABOUR 
LEADERSHIP

Sir, - It is rather pathetic to read 
about the various theories on the 
reasons for the decline of Labour 
and the success of the Orthodox. 
There is nothing wrong with the 
leadership of Labour and with their 
election campaign. Few persons ac- 
complished so much for Israel as 
Peres and Rabin. ᾿ 


The reason for. the steady decline 
of Labour is, unfortunately, very 
simple: it is demography. It so hap- 
pens that, in general, the intelligen- 
tsia, the professionals, the better 
educated and the higher social strata 
tend to vote for Labour and the 
Left, whereas the undet-educated 
and the more primitive part of the 
population prefer the Right and the 
Orthodox. The first category has 
much less children than the second 
one.

SOME ISRAELIS. ARABS and 
foreign commentators have specu- 
lated that the Israeli election results 
have dealt a death-blow to the pros- 
pect of a settlement based on the 
principle of “territories for peace.~ 
This is a rash and superficial 


Tf a majority of Israelis were to 
vote for the abolition of Newton's 
Law of Gravitation (which does not 
seem impossible in our present intel- 
lectual atmosphere), apples de- 
tached from trees would continue to 
move downward, and would not 
leap joyously toward the sky. The 
validity of a natural law does not 
depend on the vagaries of [sraeli 
polling stations. If there are laws of 
Nature, there are laws of political 
Structure as well; some structures 
are possible and some are not. The 
present structure — Israel plus the 
areas and populations under mili- 
tary rule — is intrinsically unstable 
and explosive. 

The formula “territories for 
peace” is assured of ultimate vic- 
tory. because it alone responds to all 
the realities. The idea that one of 
the two nations in the area between 
the River Jerdan and the Mediterra- 
nean Sea can permanently hold 100 
per cent of the territories and their 
effective sovereignty is doomed ta 
replacement, because it offends all 
the laws of political and human na- 
ture. The only question is whether 
the replacement of 100 percentism 
by compromise and agreement will 
occur after tragic experience -- or 
before and instead of it. 

The Palestine national movement 
was the first to insist on 100 percent- 
ism, grotesquely denying the 
strength of Zionism and Israel even 
when the struggle against them was 
clearly lost. 

The Palestine people has paid 
dearly for this error. The price is 
expressed in the misery. squalor and 
humiliation of the Palestinians in the 
West Bank and Gaza. Some, though 
not a sufficient number of their rep- 
resentatives, are beginning to regret 
the refusal to share. 

But just at this crucial moment, 
the million-and-a-quarter su - 
ers of compromise in the Israeli 
electorate have narrowly failed to 
secure the parliamentary power to 
translate their vision into a capacity 
for action -- or even for exploration. 
The volcanic status quo thus earns 
another lease of life waiting for logic 
to overtake fallacy, as it eventually 

will. 


THE IDEA THAT one of the two 
‘nations can exclude.the other from 
any share of territory or sovereignty 
is doomed, because duality is writ- 
ten into the very essence and texture 
of this land. It is a land of two histor- 
societies, two recollections, two na- 
tional passions, two identities. 
Therefore any unitary structure is 
bound to be morally fragile and in- 
tellectually absurd.  ~ 
The partition idea permeates ev- 
ery serious plan and proposal, from 
Israel's historic breakthrough in 
1947-9, through the 1949 armistice 
ts, Resolutions 242 and 
338 and the Camp David agree- 
ment, which gives “the West Bank 
and Gaza” a juridical and contractu- 
al definition explicitly separate from 
that of Israel, both in the interim 
period and in the negotiation of the 


U.S. Jewry waits and watches 


THE RESULTS of Israel's elections 
have once again placed the divisive 
issue of Who is a Jew at the top of 
the Israel-Diaspora agenda. But for 
the past week and a half, organized 
American Jewry has been unable to 
mount ἃ unified campaign to oppose 
a change in the status quo. 

Different organizations with dif- 
ferent approaches have been run- 
ning in different directions, even 
though all are equally opposed in 
principle to any change in the Law 
rabbi errr or similar 
legislation, would strike a deep sym- 
bolic blow at the Reform and Con- 
servative movements, which repre- 
sent the majority of American Jews. 

The overall effect of this indeci- 
sion has been to weaken American 
Jewry’s case on this issue, which is 
that tampering with the definition of 
Who is a Jew would cause a deep rift 
between Israel and the Diaspora. 
The only step taken so far has been 
to isSue statements, which make lit- 
tle or no impact on political power- 
brokers here. 

A major strand of organized 
American Jewry is represented by 
the federation and fund-raising es- 
tablishment, led by the Council of 
Jewish Federations and the United 
Jewish Appeal. Since last year, the 
CIF and UIA have taken the lead in 
representing American Jewry’s case 
on the Who is a Jew issue.: Last 
summer, when it looked like the 
Orthodox amendment to the Law of 
Retum would pass, a joint delega- 
tion came here to warn Israel’s lead- 
ers of the dire Juences that 
this would have for Israel-Diaspora 
ties. Ν 

At the present juncture, however, 
when the enhanced bargaining pow- 
er of the ultra-Orthodox parties has 
increased the © prospect of a change 
in the Law of Return, the federa- 
tion/UJA establishment has decided 
to sit on its hands. This group has 
taken the puzzling position that 
American Jewry should wait until 
the coalition talks have run their 
course before taking more aggres-

final settlement. 

Together with an objective sepa- 
rateness. the two nations live and 
breathe in sharper mutual alienation 
than anything that exists between 
any other two peoples. Neither of 
these two human realities seeks har- 
mony with the other through any 
compromise of its separate nature. 

If there is hope of a negotiated 
compromise, it is because both na- 
tions are suffering in equal measure 
from the present territorial and ad- 
ministrative situation. A solution 
does not depend on altruism. If it 
did, there would be no hope. Today 
there is a mutual self-interest for 
change. It is not a zero sum game. 
The fact that the present territorial 
and administrative condition is in- 
tolerable for the Palestine Arabs 
does not make it congenial! for use. 


THERE IS NO need of many words 
to explain why the 1.500.000 Pales- 
tinians under military rule have an 
interest in a different condition. 
They do not have a single one of the 
conditions that “give fulfilment or 
dignity to a nation’s life. 


Shall the region in which the vi-_ 


sion of universal peace was first pro- 
claimed to mankind become the 
only area in which al! the rigid doc- 
trines and formulas remain intact? If 
the superpowers and international 


agencies have been effective in lead- _ 


ing other areas toward conciliation, 
it would’ not seem reasonable for 
passivity to prevail here alone. 


TO UNFREEZE THE diplomatic 
deadlock is a more urgent task than 
to form a united front against the 
dangers of religious fundamental- 
ism. In point of fact, the two issues 
are linked to each other. Ruling a 
foreign nation without according to- 
tal equality or rights is a policy that 
can only be defended by attitudes of 
self-assertion and exclusivism which 
are incompatible with prophetic Ju- 
daism and classical Zionism. 

It is the maintenance of a non- 
democratic structure for over 20 
years which enabled Kahanism to 
flourish and which has now given 
birth to the obscene heresy of 
“cransfer.””

It should now be equally ap- 
parent that Israeli rule over that vast 
and growing population weighs no 
less heavily on the rulers than on the 
ruled. The present situation endan- 
gers our national and individual se- 
curity. our economy, our interna- 
tionai relations. our democratic 
principles, our Jewish majority. our 
image in the eyes of the world, our 
prospect of attaining peace, our 
probability of avoiding war, our uni- 
versal Jewish unity, our national 
consensus and, above all, our most 
cherished values. 

The idea that our security re- 
quires Israel to rule the entire terri- 
tory now under military rule has 
been dismissed by our leading secu- 
rity chiefs as “nonsense.” - 

When those populations were 
outside Israeli jurisdiction in 1967, 
their threat could be subdued by 
Israeli forces in a few days. Under 
our rule, a few hundred youths with 
stones and bottles of minimal range 
have proved their ability to maintain 
a rebellion that cannot be subdued 
by military means alone. 

Since the adversary is inside our 
own blood stream, he is impervious 
to our predominance of power.

though they did not exist; and our 
soldiers, chasing Palestinian young- 
sters in a Gaza slum, are cut down to 
something far lower than their real 
size. 

“Greater Israel” is less secure for 
the nation and for individuals than 
territorial compromise and demili- 
tarization could ever be. 

Whether the prospect of deadlock 
Jeading to explosion can be avoided 
does not depend on Israeli situations 
alone. In ali other areas of tension — 
from superpower relations to solu- 
tions affecting Iran-Iraq, Angola. 
Namibia, Cambodia — external me- 
diation has played an indispensable 
role. The air is alive with a spirit of 
conciliation. There is no belief in 
solutions in which force attempts to 
deputize for consent.

It is incongruous to imply -- cor- 
rectly — that Diaspora Jews are enti- 
tled to combat the attempt to dis- 
qualify a majority of the Jewish 
congregations, rabbis, temples and 
ceremonials from the pride of their 
Jewish identity -- and then declare 
indifference about whether Israel is 
to be a de: or a society in 
which a million-and-a-half Arab 
non-citizens are to be kept perma- 
nently under coercive Jewish rule. 

Diaspora Jews in their own inter- 
est should hesitate before embrac- 
ing neutrality in their attitude to the 
democratic structure and ethical 
quality of a Jewish state.

‘The least one can say about the exam- 
ples of the latter is that they serve to dis- 
credit the cause of anti-fundamentalist plu- 
ratism in Israel. They will only increase 
even further the power of the haredi funda- 
mentalists and their support among the 
Sephardi traditionalists. 


one whose leaders, including nearly all of 
its ostensibly liberal Liberals, have consis- 
tently evinced an appalling lack of sensitiv- 
ity to the interests of its secular supporters, 
and those of the secular majority in the 
country, when it came to buying haredi 
support for its remaining mm power. 

I would suggest, however, that in the 
battles ahead, the Likad not be written off 
entirely.

THE LIKUD WILL now be the major 
party responsible for heading off growing 
internal social friction that could result 
from a tilting of the fine balance between 
the interests of the secular majority and the 
small but aggressive haredi minorities, im 
the direction of the latter. 

What will determine whether or not the 
balance will be tipped significantly in that 
direction will be the degree of outrage, 
organization and leadership which will 
emerge among 8 secular public determined 
to fight in defence of its own interests. 
‘These have been sigually lacking in the past. 
although in recent years there have been 
signs of an incipient secular backlash in 

to haredi aggrandizement. 

Much attention has been focused in re- 
cent days on the issue of the Orthodox 
determination to amend the Law of Return 
in order to invalidate non-Orthodox con- 
versions. This is a problem that is already 
having serious repercussions on our rela- 
tionship with the Diaspora, which is some- 
thing the Likud will have to address. But it 
is an issue that remains relatively hypo- 
thetical for most secular Jews. 

It appears to me, however, that the most 
crucial and inflammatory area that will oc- 
cupy centre stage under a Likud-right-reli- 
gious coalition will be education, with the 
near-certainty of the Ministry of Educa- 
tion going either to the NRP’s Avner Shaki 


or to an even more fundamentalist haredi , 
since the Likud is showing signs of easily 
surrendering that ministry to the religious. 


ZEVULUN HAMMER WAS bad enough 
as minister of education (and culture), pri- 
marily due to his acts of omission rather 
than any concerted attempt to impose 
religious symbols and practices on the sec- 
ular schools. 

Avner Shaki, who in the early 1970s was 
deputy minister of education, and who was 
forced to resign because he broke coalition 
discipline by voting for an Aguda-spon- 
sored tightening of the “Who is a Jew” 
clause, is an entirely different entity. By 
the standards of Orthodox aggressiveness 
he is much closer to the haredim than to 
Burg’s or Hammer’s NRP. 

_ For me Shaki, or any other haredi politi- 
cian, as minister of education, poses as 
daunting a prospect as the opposite scenar- 
io of a secular minister of education insist- 
ing on including a theoretical acquaintance 
with atheism in the state religious and inde- 
pendent hbaredi schools’ curricula, and 
sending CRM or Mapam lecturers to those 
schools. 

Such a scenario bas never actually oc- 
curred, nor for that matter have any of 
these religious schools permitted the slight- 
est intrusion of religious influences other 
than their own cultic ones into their own 
schools. But if any such attempt had been 
made, the parents of those children would 
have been up in arms, and there would 
bave been mayhem in the streets. 


I WOULD SUGGEST that secular par- 
ents begin to assert their right to protect 
their own children from any attempts by 
fundamentalistic Jewish missionaries to ex- 
ercise a similar alien influence on their 
children. Which is where the need for con- 
sciousness-raising and organization among 
the secular majority comes in. 

Secular parents have been very easygo- 
ing in this regard hitherto, and secular 
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‘acing = μοι facts on the Haredi parties 


teachers have been too scared and con- 
fused to take the lead in resisting such 
missionizing in the secular schools. 

What is néeded is a non-political, na- 
tional tion that will initiate and 
coordinate the essential monitoring of all 
such haredi missionizing attempts in the 
schools, a5 ἃ necessary imtelligence func- 
tion for mobilizing resistance. 

Such monitoring will also be needed in 
the state-controlied media and in other 
government agencies and public institu- 


fions, to counter similar attempts by haredi - 


parties to insinuate themselves into those 
institutions,and to assist the secular public 
in resisting haredi attempts at neighbour- 
hood- busting with tbe intention of altering 
their ambience. 


Before the intifada broke out, growing 
haredi aggressiveness and the first signs of 


secular backlashes constituted the most- 


tension-ridden arenas in Israel life. 

There will ntly be no way of 
avoiding the short-term. exacerbation of 
these tensions, given the increasing self- 
assurance of the haredim. In the longer 
ran, tbe aim must be the forging of a new 
modus vivendi between secular, religious 
and haredim. 

One cause for o is that the vast 
majority of such different Israelis do live in 
peace with each other and are not looking 
for trouble. But this is far from true of 
many of the haredi politicians. Readiness 
for a new, dynamic modus vivendi -- as 
opposed to the defunct status quo on reli- 
gious matters -- will be possible only after 
an enraged and well-organized secular ma~ 
jority has succeeded in setting clear limits 
to haredi aggrandizement. 

Tn this regard, the recent haredi political 
Successes may yet prove to have triggered a 
repetition of Samson's riddle: “Out of the 
strong came forth sweetness.”

THE RISE OF ‘Gorbachov, one of 
the most sensational events this cen-

the dark about who will sit in the 
next cabinet, particularly in the sen- 
sitive foreign and defence minis- 
tries, and what its basic governing 
principles will be. 

But even examining the Ameri- 
can side without regard to the gov- 
ernment that may be formed here, a 
conventional wisdom has arisen that 
the new U.S. administration will 
contioue the relationship to Israel of 
the Reagan administration except 
for the special personal warmth 
shown by both the president and 
both his secretaries of state over the 
last eight ν 

Many who sensed this more busi- 
nesslike attitude on George Bush's 
part came to sympathize towards the 
end of the campaign with Governor 
Dukakis, even though Israel was not 
the main issue that determined the 
way American Jewry decided to 
vote. The suspicions ea abot Bush's 
aloofness to a moral commitment to 
Israel may have been tied to a tradi- 
tional American Jewish reading of 
. his social roots and economic inter- 
ests: on the one hand, his white 
Anglo-Saxon upbringing and Ando- 
ver-Yale education reminded some 
of the anti-Semitic attitudes that 
flourished in the American social 
elite 50 years ago; on the other 
hand, Bush’s early business ven- 
tures as an independent domestic oil 
producer were assumed to have ex- 

him to the Arab cause. 

Beyond hunches, there were oth- 
er reasons why some Israelis and

THE ROAD from Petah Tikva 
to Lod can’t be described as 
enthralling after one has driven 
along it a few times. One pays 
silent tribute once again to the 
memory of the heroic founders 
of the first village of the Jewish 
revival in Eretz Yisrael, and 
then one ponders why 2 local 
lad of the next village who went 
in for a bit of dragon-slaying 
should have gone on to become 
patron saint of England. But 
between these two musings one 
traverses a dull patch of high- 
way. All there is to do is watch 
the other vehicles, and your 
speedometer. 

This is just what Shoshana 
Almoni (who calls herself 
Shush, to rhyme with bush, or 
Bush) was doing one summer's 
midday when a police car 
chased her to a halt. The con- 
stable said she had overtaken 
several cars in so dangerous a 
fashion as to drive oncoming 
vehicles off the road. Not so, 
said Shush, you are mistaken. I 
did indeed overtake one car but 
ona stretch of road where this is 
permitted and I did so safely. 

The guardian of the law was 
adamant and summoned her to 


In the Petah Tikva traffic 
court, Shush denied the facts in 
the indictment. The sitting 
judge told her off the cuff that, 
however she Pleated: she 
would be fined NIS 300 and 
qualified from driving for two 
months. Regardless, she chose 
to be tried, knowing that truth 
was on her side, and confident 
that justice would therefore 
also be there. 

Shush argued that the arrest- 
ing constable had mistaken the 
identity of the offending car and 
be himself admitted in his testi- 
mony that he had followed the 
vehicle for a considerable dis- 
tance in heavy traffic. He also 
testified that the defendant was 
driving a brown car, while the 
report he had written at the 
time said it was red. Shush 
pointed out that in fact the car

dence.” He fined er NIS 500 
and disqualified her from driv- 
ing for months. 


SHUSH WAS SHAKEN, but 
didn’t take the decree lying 
down. Nor did she take a law- 
yer. Again buoyed up by her 
innocence, she filed, unaided, 
an appeal with the Tel Aviv 
District Court. Her draft was 
overlong, a friend said. Shush 
contrived to condense it to one 
page. even though she has no 
university degree in Hebrew 
language, law or casuistry. 

Her appeal was heard just a 
month after she lodged it. The 
three judges heard her story 
from her own lips, not pte 
an advocate; learned counsel 
for the state did not examine 
her. The appeal was allowed 
and Shush was told she could 
claim compensation for the sus- 
pension of her driving licence, 


THIS IS A lot of space for a 
trivial case, you might say. But 
there is nothing trivial in the 
tighteous struggle of a simple, 
normally humbie but now 
aroused citizen against the 
might of the state. The talmudic 
tractate Sanhedrin and the Mid- 
rash Avot D'rabbi Natan both 
say: “A law case about a small 
matter should be as significant 
to you as one about a large one.” 

Indeed, it's the principle of 
the thing. 

Shush refused to allow her- 
self to be crushed by a short- 
sighted constable, the police 
force he represented, an arro- 
gant, deaf-to-reason and per- 
haps somewhat stupid judge. 

I wouldn't want it thought 
that this column preaches rebel- 
tion against lawful and duly ap- 
pointed authority. Γτ no anar- 
chist. Indeed, my sympathies 
are normally with those whom 
we pay to guard the law and 
ourselves, including the traffic 
police. They have one hell of a 
job trying to maintain a sem- 
blance of order among such a 
stiffmecked, anti-social popula- 
tion as Israe!’s. And it angers 
me when lawbreakers escape 
unscathed. But 1 know that 
even policemen can err, and 
even policemen find it hard to 
admit they have done so. When 
they are in the wrong, the citi- 
zen must stand up for himself, if 

alone. 

Shoshana Almoni was not 
afraid to go it alone, without the 
assistance of an exorbitantly 
paid, canny advocate, knowled- 
gable in the intricacies of the 
law and cunning in the ways of 
moulding justice to his client's 
purpose. She has shown that 
with spirit, grit and fearless. 
ness, innocence can win 
through. 

Perhaps the spirit of dragon- 
slaying still pervades the Lod 
air.

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~ Bnei Brak’s ‘civil war’

THE WAR isn’t over in Bnej Brak. 
Not by a long shot.“ 

The hostilities that erupted sever- 
al weeks before election day have 
yet to abate. As in any war, bad 
feelings die hard and Bnei Brak is 
NO exception — especially since this 
was no less than a holy war, and 
since the electiuns are viewed as 
only one, not fully decisive, phase of 
the confrontation. The spoils re- 
main to be divided, and despite the 
voter having had his say, the side 
that comes up on top of the heap in 
the coalition haggling rounds will be 
the real winner. So no wonder the 
town continues to seethe and sizzle. 

The ancient animosities magni- 
fied in the fierce fight might well, in 
fact, continue into the next cam- 
paign, developing into a feud with 
residents of this ultra-Orthodox 
town, Hatfield-and-McCoy-like, 
sniping at each other for years to 
come. They may not be firing buck 
shot, but will exchange volleys of 
dirty tricks and angry tirades. 

Several weeks ago, during a previ- 
ous visit to Bnei Brak, we made the” 
acquaintance of Zippora Gutwirth, 
housewife and mother of eight who 
sometimes helps out at her father’s 
crowded stationery store. Gutwirth 
was in tears this time as she told The 
Post that just six days after the elec- 
tion, her next-door neighbour spat 
at her as they met each other on the 
staircase. 

“We used to be best friends. Most 
of the time we didn’t even close our 
front doors and the kids freely ran in 
and out of both flats. We helped 
each other mind the babies, ex- 
changed recipes, tasted each other's 
cooking and I don't know where we 
found the time to talk so much. Now . 
the doors are slammed shut, the 
children fight and we are not on 
speaking terms.” 

‘What ignited this conflagration 
between the Gutwirths and the Neu- 
manns? The former continued vot- 
ing Aguda, as they always did be- 
fore, while their neighbours 
switched to Degel Hatora. In Bnei 
Brak, that is causus belli. 

And Bnei Brak fights with no 
holds barred. Indeed, the town is 
battle-scarred today as is no other. 
If the recent campaign was one of 
the dullest in political memory, in 
Bnei Brak jt was the fiercest to date, 
with the arena certainly not limited 
to TV screens which, anyway, are 
hardly a common feature in many of 
the town's living rooms.

mounds of pamphlets. Campaign lit- 
erature flutters in the gutters or 
tumbles in the breeze, and defaced 
or torn posters still fill every avail- 
able wall space — a very far cry io- 


that this reporter had to exercise 
self-censorship and delete a good 
many expletives. 

We made our way to the 
Gutwirths' ent house and 
rang the Neumanns’ bell. Despite 
the bitter quarrel, mention of the 
neighbour's name as reference 
eamed us a welcome, Bespeckled, 
red-bearded Yona Neumann, 42, 
was hardly happy about the out- 
come of the elections. 

“We in Degel (Hatora) were the 
only ones to fight fair. We were the 
only ones to campaign strictly within 
the haredi community, our natural 
constituency, and did not resort to 
foul means, like the others, to win 
secular votes. No wonder we ended 
up with fewer (Knesset) seats,” he 
asserts. 


THE “OTHERS” are the Aguda 
campaigners. Neumann devotes lit- 
tle attention to Shas, though it is his 
own party's ally and it did better 
than any other religious list. Shas is 
somehow almost a no-account out- 
sider in Bnei Brak, at most a hired 
gun in the service of Rabbi Eliezer 
Schach who, in his 90s, is the mentor 
and creator of both Shas and Degei 
Hatora. 

Neumann puts it bluntly: “They 
(the Sephardim) don’t have many 
great living luminary scholars. They 
can’t do without great Ashkenazi 
spiritual leaders like Rabbi Schach. 
‘We don’t really see Shas as a haredi 
party, but more as a party of tradi- 
tional people who, although they 
vote for it, go to soccer and to 
the beach on Shabbat,” he states, 
making it clear that Bnei Brak’s holy 
war is really: being waged between 
Aguda and Degel Hatora, though 
the latter enjoys the security afford- 
ed by alliance with Rabbi Schach's 
Shas mercenaries. 

Rabbi Schach, according to Neu- 
mann, only wants to defend Judaism 
against the Forces, of Darkness as 
embodied by Habad Hassidim, 
whom he considers “pagans and fol- 
lowers of a false Messiah -- the Lu- 
bavitcher Rebbe. When Rabbi 
Schach is asked which is the religion 
which most resembles Judaism, he 
answers that it's [that of] Habad,” 
Neumann chuckles. 

“Habad’s fetish is public relations 
and they know how to bribe or in- 
timidate voters,” he comments dep- 
recatingly. “If you signed that you 
would vote for Aguda, you got the 
Rebbe’s blessing and were cursed if 
you refused. Unfortunate people 
were promised cures and miracles. 
They even wt non-observant peo- 
ple to vote for them.”

“They are Orientals.” he stresses 
and points to the endorsement 
Aguda secured from Baba Baruch 
(Rabbi Baruch Abuhatzeira), “an 
ex-convict, who posed before the 
cameras in front of the grave of his 
father, the Baba Sali, and promised 
his blessings to those who support 
Aguda. That was after blessing both 
Shamir and Peres, who came on pil- 
grimage to him.” 

Ben Zion Dollinger, 26, sporting 
a very short, fashionably-trimmed 
beard and a plaid flannel shirt, is an 
ardent Habadnik, who became visi- 
bly flushed upon hearing what 
Gutwirth had told us. 

“Habad has never been political. 


In the January 1949 elections, all 
the religious parties united in a single 
list and won 16 Knesset seats. In the 
1951 elections, four religious parties 
ran, winning 17 seats among them. 
In the Third Knesset, elected in 
1955, they again won 17. In the 1959, 
1961 and 1969 elections they reached 
their peak, 18, just what they 
achieved in last week's election. 
Their downward slide began in 1981, 
and reached their nadir in 1984.

Aguda 
was about to do so when its biggest 
Hassidic component, the Gur court, 
declined to give in. Once the rift 
occurred, Habad obviously had to 
come in and do what it could for 
Aguda which had stood up for us. I 
wish we didn’t have to fight a politi~ 
cal war. We are still innocents in this 
arena.” 

To underscore Habad's altruism, 
he notes that, “‘We acutally fought 
for others. When you come down to ἢ 
it. we got nothing for ourselves. 
There isn’t a single Habad MK, 
though no one will deny that we 
brought in at least three of Aguda’s 
five mandates. 1 don’t even know if 
anyone thanked us and there is no 
mechanism for us to influence 
Aguda decisions.

The brave new world of Lubavitch 


NEW YORK - The event was the Lubavitcher 
movement's annual Kinus Gadol Le'shlihim, but in 
its self-congratulatory tone and boisterous “rah-rah 
for the Rebbe" ambiance, it bore a certain strange 
resemblance to the yearly gatherings of Jaycees or 
Shriners. 

In a glittering, chandelier-bedecked hall that 
once belonged to a Conservative Jewish shu! before 
its congregants fled Crown Heights for the suburbs, 
a Lubavitch official revved up his crowd of several 
hundred Lubavitch shlihim (emissaries) from 
across the U.S. and around the world. The shlihim 
have gathered here to receive inspiration and 
marching orders from their exalted 87-year-old 
Rebbe, Menachem Mende} Schneerson, and from 
other top officials of the movement based at the 
somewhat run-down, ramshackle headquarters 
building at 770 Eastern Parkway. 

The official at the podium asked each shaliah to 
rise in turn, then intoned in the portentous style of 
the American political convention: “The shaliah 
from Alabama.” A hassid at a table in the back of 
the room rose and waved in response to polite 
applause. “The shaliai trom Arizona...the shlihim 
from the great state of California” (sustained 
applause). ᾿ 

After going through the 38 states of the United 
States in which there are now Lubavitcher emissar- 
ies living and working in Habad houses, the cheer- 
leader paused and then dramatically intoned; ‘The 
shlihim from the Holy Land — Eretz Yisroel.” At 
that, the entire audience of shlihim and spectators 
sprang to their feet and broke into stormy, sus- 
tained applause and huzzahs that resounded for 
several minutes. The cheering gave the impression 
of being both wildly spontaneous and totally pro- 
grammed at one and the same time. 

But the speaker was not finished. As he enumer- 
ated emissaries from 20 European, South Ameri- 
can and Asian countries, from Paraguay to Hong 
Kong, the representatives rose to their feet and 
beamed. Lubavitch emissaries, explained the 
speaker. made visits over the summer to many 
countries in which they bave no permanent repre- 
sentative, from Japan to the Ivary Coast, in search 
of the odd wandering Jew in need of Yiddishkeit. 
At this the speaker leaned into the microphone and 
bellowed: “Let's have a round of applause for the 
whole world!" 


WELCOME TO the brave new computer-age 
world of Lubavitch. 

The Lubavitchers may dress in black and live 
according to the Rebbe's fundamentalist vision, but 
the image of the hasidim as an archaic, Yiddish- 
speaking group almost untouched by modernity, is 
remote from the reality of Lubavitch’s dynamic 
sub-culture todav.

A VISITING secular Jewish journalist who has 
come to Crown Heights to learn the Lubavitchers’ 
views on the meaning of the Habad-Agudat Yisrael 
triumph in Israel’s elections, finds himself envel- 
oped in wannth, and prodded to immerse himself 
in the Lubavitch lifestyle.

He is stooped and his 
body appears shaky as he leaves the bima and walks 
unsteadily across the room through swarms of awe- 
struck followers who deferentially clear a path for 
the aged leader. 

The Rebbe’s royal.progress across the room gen- 
erates an electricity that affects even the uninitiat- 
ed. Afterwards, one hassid rushes over to the re- 
porter to ask breathlessly, “Did you feel it? Did

BECAUSE HE is an unapproachably exalted fig- 
ure it is difficult for the outsider to form am assess- 
ment as to how much the Rebbe actually controls 
the empire that has been built in his name, and to 
what degree he has become a sainted figurehead. 
The Rebbe no longer receives any but the most 
important visitors, and does not speak to the press.

strong and in control; the cover photo of the Rosh 
Hashana issue of Habad Press is of the Rebbe 
leaning over to pick up a 40-pound rock unearthed 
at the recent groundbreaking for what will be the 
new Lubavicth headquarters on Eastern Parkway. 
But the Rebbe's aides, who insist that he still sets 
the direction in the movement, stress that he re- 
sponds to events in his own way and in his own 
good time. The Rebbe gave his first response to the 
results of the Israeli election four days after the 
event in a speech to the Kinus Hashlihim, appeal- 
ing to all parties to set aside their considerable 
differences and form a government.

The 
strength of Torah will reign and we will all join 
hands and come together as one,” says Shalom 
Goldstein, a 39-year-old devotee of the Rebbe who 
does maintenance work in the community. 

“Through this election we saw how all the ele- 
ments in Israel joined together in unity and ahavat 
Yisrael; in affirming that only the Torah is our 
guide.” Goldstein added, “This great victory af- 
firms that every inch of Israel belongs to the Jewish 
people, and nothing shail be given away. It also 
teans that we will speedily see the passing of a Law 
of Return geared to Halacha.” Ἂ 

“We were tremendously gratified by the great 
outpouring of support for Agudat Israel. which was

“There is a general understanding in Israel that 
the great increase in support for the religious par- 
ties was due to the efforts of the Rebbe,” said 
Lubavitch movement spokesman Yebuda Krinsky. 
“The results are an indication of the respect and 
admiration the Rebbe enjoys.” —. 

“No one predicted we would win more than two 
seats, and we took five,” said Rabbi Mendel -Lips- 
kar, who serves as Lubavitch representative in 
South Africa. “Now, as MK Avner Shaki, leader of 
the National Religious Party, said yesterday, the 
Lubavitcher Rebbe effectively controls the govern- 
ment of Israel, and we are in a position to accom- 
plish the Rebbe’s goals regarding Who Is a Jew and 
safeguarding the Land of Israel.” 

Shmue} Butman, director of the Lubavitch 
Youth Organizations, remarked, “Agudat Israel 
will not be able to decide whether or not to enter a 
coalition independently of Habad.

“Further and at least as disturbing, within the 
National Religious Party itself, the leadership of a 
group that was once led by such a moderate and 
dove as Moshe Haim Shapira has now passed to the 
extremist Avner Shaki. 

“For my money, and as I watch the coalition 
bargaining, I infinitely prefer an Arie Der’i and his 
Shas party, in which Aguda’s traditional opposition 
to Zionist ideology is not as deeply rooted, to a 
Shaki. Of course, Τ ἃ have much preferred a Ye- 
huda Amital, but 1 can't have that, alas! The left 
can work with a Der’i, it can’t work with Shaki.” 

Analyses of the election results seem to indicate 


that some of the ultra-Orthodox gains in the devel- 
opment towns were at the expense of the Likud and 
its ultra-right-wing satellites. 

“That doesn't bother me all that much. If I have 
to choose between a secular right-winger such as 
Tehiya's Elyakim Haetzni, committed to racism 
and to settlement in the territories, or someone like 
Degel Hatora’s Rabbi Ravitz, then I'll choose the 
latter.” 

He seemed to be emphasizing that point later in 
the week by joining CRM and Shinui MKs in a 
meeting with the rabbi. 


WHATEVER THE RESULT of the current coali- 
tion talks, says Tsaban, “the effect can be likened 
to a chemical process. Shas in coalition with the left 
under Shimon Peres could produce a government 
committed to peace; but Shas in coalition with the 
Likud, backed by a Shaki-run NRP, Tehiya, Mole- 
det and Tsomet, will have quite another, and frank- 
ly frightening, effect.” 

Nevertheless, he consoles himself, there still re- 
mains the hope that if the ultra-Orthodox throw 
their weight behind the Likud, some dovish ele- 
ments in their midst may yet put the brake on the 
worst excesses of right-wing nationalism. 

“What is equally clear is that neither within the 
public at large. nor within the Knesset that will 
soon, convene, can Mapam, the Citizens Rights 
Movement and the Shinui-Centre Party dream of 
seeing their policies fulfilled. 

“The nation didn't give us the mandate we 
sought. Now we have to work with what we've got, 
and make the best of it. 

“It would be easier, of course, to go into opposi- 
tion. And that’s what we will do if Labour is foolish 
enough to go into a national unity government 
again. 

“PERES CALLED ME for a talk in 1984." He 
argued that Labour would emerge the stronger 
from a national unity government. If you recall, he 
claimed that the move would relegitimize the La- 


bour Party in the development towns, for example. 
I didn’t agree then, and what's happened in the past 
four years has only strengthened my opposition. 
“My argument was, and remains, that such a 
government can only be built on maintaining the 
diplomatic stams gue. And that is tantamount to 
giving way to the very core of what the Likud seeks. 
They want to annexe the territories, but the kernel 


of that desire is a maintenance of the status quo 


until it’s too late to reverse the situation. - 

“Let's take it a step further. The problem is that 
the country is trapped in an electoral stalemate. 
Another unity government will lull the electorate 
into accepting that tied vote as normal and accept- 
able. And in our circumstances, with the issues that 
we must decide, it is neither: it is dangerous. _ 

“And when, added to that, there is a widening 
gap between support for the right and support for 
the left ~ growing, to the detriment of the left, at 
the rate of some 4 per cent every four years -- then 
Labour should realize that it cannot afford to blur 
its identity.” 


TSABAN INSISTS THAT those who, unlike him, 
thought the ethnic factor a thing of the past in 
influencing political opinion were quite wrong. 

“What I did not foresee was the extent to which 
it would be reflected in Shas,” he admits, arguing 
that, for a whole gamut of sociz' and class reasons, 
and despite the polis that show a distinct readiness 
to espouse at least some of the positions of the left, 
many dovish former Likud supporters could not 
make the move to Labour, and took refuge instead 
in Shas. 

He believes the left may still have a chance of 
convincing the electorate. But that depends on a 
successful two-pronged diplomatic and socio-eco- 
nomic policy.The mistakes Labour made on these 
issues in the national unity government came home 
to roost on November 1. 4 

Peres, says Tsaban, did what few politicians any- 
where have had the courage to do: he staked his 
political future on his peace initiative. But in fail- 
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ing, he discredited the entire left-wing camp. His 
exclusive concentration on the Jordanian option 
was his undoing. 

“The public has a healthy sense of what's need- 
ed, and it knows that the Palestinians are the issue. 
Hiding behind Hussein didn't stop Peres from be- 
ing smeared with association with Arafat.” 

The second mistake was Labour's betrayal of the 
country’s poor in the 1985 economic recovery pro- 
gramme, says Tsaban, describing as * barbaric” the 
price paid by the weakest section of the population. 

“It wasn't Yitzhak Moda‘i whom people associ- 
ated with their eroded wages and with their unem- 
ployment. It was Peres and the socialists." 


THE MESSAGE MUST change, Tsaban be- 
lieves. It is the Palestinian and not the Jordanian 
option that must be pursued, and concurrently the 
left must line up with the workers of the develop- 
ment towns, and democratize the Histadrut, which 
he sees as being as important as making that empire 
more efficient. 

“This is the only way. as I see it, that there may 
be even a chance of tipping the political balance 
towards the centre left. It's all a matter of a handful 
of mandates.” 

Tsaban does not believe that a change in the 
electoral system would prove effective. He cites 
recent sociological research by Avraham and Han- 
na Diskin to the effect that, contrary to popular 
belief, it would not end the bargaining power of the 
ultra-Orthodox. 

Nor is it even that. as he frankly admits, he fears 
for Mapam’s future in any such changed system. 

“T'm not ashamed of being fearful. Do you think 
the Knesset would be a pleasanter place without 
Mapen and the Citizens Rights Movement and

several years ago as part of a group 
of 12 religious families says,“"I don't 
think Eilat needs a more religious 
character.

Reflections of 
an optimist 


EVERY MORNING, Yehiel Kadi- 
shai embarks on a long bus trip from 
Tel Aviv to Jerusalem. On lucky 
days, someone offers him a lift. He 
goes up for daily visits to Menachem 
Begin, whose aide he was for many 
years, finally becoming the prime 
minister's bureau chief. Even now 
he runs the small one-room bureau 
the former premier still has to han- 
die his extensive correspondence 
and telephone calls from all over the 
world. 

Kadishai reports that the secluded 
Begin took an intense interest in the 
campaign and the elections, though 
he did not cast his ballot. “That 
should not be construed as harbour- 
‘ing any special yneanining. He didn’t 
vote years ago .cither. Maybe 
he didn’t want to be pounced upon 
by curiosity-seekers. But his heart 
was certainly with the Likad and he 
wrote many letters expressing hope 
for its victory. After all, his own son 
Benny was on the list and Begin is 
extremely proud of him,” says Kadi- 
shai, who ought to know. 

He said Begin closely followed 
the polls and the results, and was 
just concemed that Shamir should 
have at least 61 MKs on his side; 
when the results were in, Begin was 
satisfied, considering them a success 
- “not a victory, but most definitely 
a success,” Kadishai reports. 

He himself is “not at all disap- 
pointed. Surely 1 would have liked 
to see the Likud make more of its 
not-fully-tapped potential, but for 
the past few months I was predicting 
an edge of one mandate for the Li- 
kud. Part of it was wishful think- 
ing.” admits the irrepressible Kadi- 
shai, with a twinkle in his eye, “but 
the rest was a logical assessment of 
the situation. I expected no more 
than what we got, but, in a democra- 
cy, one more than the other side 
has, is enough.” 

Did the intifada create the edge? 
“Maybe, and maybe the state of the 
Histadrut's economic empire. Who 
knows? One thing is sure; 11 years 
ago, at the time of the great political 
upset, few would have expected that 
in 1988 there would still be a Likud 
prime minister. I know people com- 
plain about the state of the nation, 
but lots of things are OK. 


HE CONTINUES in more serious 
vein: “J look at things as an old man 


does (he is 65). Next year will be the _ 


Jewish year 5750 and it will be 50 
years after Jabotinsky’s passing in 
New York. I never saw him but was 
deeply influenced by his writing. A 
few days ago I was pleasantly sur- 
prised to hear him quoted by a La- 
bour man, poet Haim Guri. who 
was speaking on radio about the 
outcome of the elections. Guri not- 
ed that for some 60 years his move- 
ment had beer used to doing battle 
with Jabotinsky’s disciples. 

“He then quoted a Jabotinsky 
poem which spoke about the ongo- 
ing contest between the Bilue-White 
and the Red, and which promised 
that we - the Blue-Whites — ‘will 
iake hold of the souls of their 
youth.” Guri explained that the bat- 
tle was for the hearts of young peo- 
ple and that no one expected that, 
into this fray, the ultra-Orthodox 
would jump.” 

Is Kadishai apprehensive? “No, 
not in the very least, although it is 
very possible that they won many 
votes through a very unsavoury 
method of rewarding supporters 
with rabbinical blessings and threat- 
ening opponents with curses." 

In any case Kadishai, true to his 
nature, is ever optimistic. “I very 
sincerely belizve that somethiag 
good will come of these results. Pri- 
marily other countries won't be able 
to impose a settlement in the Mid- 
east. As for German threats that 
they would cut off aid. they are just 
too disgusting to be dignified with a 
reply. 1 don't think there will be a 


majority for the who-is-a-Jew 
amendment, but 1 do think that ye- 
shiva boys will begin doing some 
form of military service, even if for 
very short periods. even if only basic 
training.” 

BUT THOUGH he is not fright- 
ened of a religious take-over, he is 
“mystified by the oleracea! that 
the rift 250 years back between the - 
disciples of Rabbi Eliyahu, the 
Gaon of Vilna, and the Ba'al-Shem- 
Tov can wreak such havoc in the 
Holy Land today; that old Rabbi 
Schach, who still so a op- 
poses Hassidism, and especially the 
Lubavitch brand of it, can transpose 
the old feuds of Poland, Russia and 
Hun; to Netivot, Kiryat Mala- 
chi, Kiryat Gat and Sderot, and get 
Moroccan immigrants and their sons 
to take sides in battlesimported from 
other times and places. 

“Anyway, Rabbi Schach surely 
managed to politicize Habad. I no- 
ticed that in Kfar Habad there was a 
96.7 per cent turnont for Aguda. It's 
unprecedented. Such unanimity 
doesn’t exist even in Mapam kibbut- 
zim,” Kadishai observes. 

Was the Likud negligent in focus- 
ing solely on the war with Labour, 
while neglecting the home front and 
leaving it vulnerable to Shas on- 
slaughts? “Maybe. It’s hard to as- 
sess. No one can determine for sure 
where votes wander to. No one 
scribbled on his ballot what he voted 
for previously, and if he did he got 
his ballot disqualified,“ Kadishai 
enjoys his joke. 

“It’s not true that these religious 
parties are not part of the National 
Camp, as (Labour's Shimon) Peres 
contends. The National Religious 
Party led by Prof. Avner Shaki and 
Hanan Porat cannot be pictured 
outside the National Camp. Even in 
Aguda, people like Avraham Ver- 
αἴρει oppose any territorial conces- 
sions, as does the Lubavitcher Reb- 
be, who even opposed the Camp 
David Accords and the ceding of the 
Sinai. 

“Rabbi Peretz of Shas made 2 
clear pitch for Likud voters when he 
spoke of holding on to Eretz Yisrael 
and a ‘tougher approach to thé inti- 
fada. His line was not unlike that 
once used by Tami; and if ke is not 
careful, and if he is seen as betraying, 
the Likud, he might meet the same 
sad end as Tami did. Likud support- 
ers who felt it was safe voting for a 
Likud ally, might not do so next 
time, especially as this time they did 
not all quite realize what they voted 
for and didn’t quite know the differ- 
ence between mimagdim and hassi- 
dim,” Kadishai reasons. 

But despite his tongue-in-cheek 
comments about “superna! other- 
worldly influences,” Kadishai “ada- 
mantly opposes the anti-Zionist la- 
bel applied to any of the haredi 
parties. It is just not true in today’s 
world. Very few of the ultra-ortho- 
dox are nowadays anti-Zionist or’ 
event non-Zionist: and many more of 
them than the general public sup- 
poses do military service. Maybe the 
anti-Zionist label is just brought out 
when it's feared that the religious 
will do a deal with the Likud. They 
would become all kosher if they go 
with Labour and everyone knows 
that Peres is willing io pay as much 
as, if not more than, the Likud. 


“THIS IS SUCH hypocrisy, like 
when Peres claimed that the fire- 
bombing of the bus in Jericho cost 
Labour votes. thereby intimating 
that Rabin, as defence minister. was 


somehow responsible for the loss. 
At the same time, Peres maintains 
that the interventions, which he ar- 
ranged, in Israel's democratic pro- 
cess by Hussein, Mubarak and Ara- 
fat were OK. Peres was outraged 
when Shamir accused ‘him of mur- 
dering the truth, but it was permissi- 
ble for him to call Shamir the mur- 


-derer of péate!*Perts just preferred 


to forget how the world makes use 
of such falsé charges that the Likud 
doesn’t want peace. This ‘3 soon 
translated into the claim that that 
Israeli government is anti-peace.” 
Kadishaj has a “practical sugges- 
tion to reduce the agonies of coali- 
tion talks. There is no point in nego- 
tiating with Rabbi Peretz, Rabbi 
(Avraham) Ravitz or Rabbi (Mena- 
hem) Porush, since they always 
claim they can't finalize anything 
but must take matters to their men- 
tors for decisions. So why tz!k to the 


* mediators, to messenger boys? 


“My efficiency proposal is that 
the big parties deal directly with the 
bosses — Rabbis Ovadia Yosef, the 
Lubavitcher, and Rabbi Schach, 
rather than with their respective 
underlings.” 

To his mind, the election results 
“don’t sound any particular alarms 
for the Likud. It’s not true that we 
are losing the Sephardi or develop- 
ment town vote, though it is true 
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that for quite some time the Likud 
has become ae and more of a 
centnist party, a far from the 
fiery Herut of 1949. ai 

“Parties to our right, including 
some religious elements, are nudg- 
ing us further to the centre, which is 
what Mapam and the Citizens 
Rights Movement are doing to La- 
bour, despite ‘the reture of Lova 
Eliav to that party.” 


Basically, Kadishai has it, the 
overall political picture has 
Ἀν τὰ ἐν very little since 1977. The 
ratio between the National Camp 
and the Left was and remains rough- 
ly 65 to 56. There was a temporary 
optical illusion only in 1984 when 
Weizman and Yigal Hurvitz seemed 
to upset the balance in Labour's fa- 
vour for a short while. But in the 
long run, it’s undeniable that the 
left is going down. 


“Mapam and Mapai alone ac- 
counted for 64 seats ih 1949, With- 
out the religious parties, the Arabs 
and the Communists, . the left al- 
ways had a majority in the early 
days. Today, with Shinui, the Arabs 
and the Communists they have 49 
only. It just goes to show that our 
youth is far more Zionist than could 
be expected, given its non-Zionist 
education and what it's exposed to 
in the media.“

GEORGE BUSH: 


Foregone conclusion in California 


THE NIGHT before the election, 
Governor Michael Dukakis wound 
up his campaign with a rocking. 
socking, flag-waving mass rally in 
Los Angeles, but to no avail. 

Two hours before the polls closed 
in California, and while late voters 
were getting ready to cast their bal- 
lots, Vice President George Bush 
had already carried enough East 
Coast and Midwest states to be pro- 
jected the sure winner by the televi- 
sion networks. 

So, much to the quadrennial frus- 
tration of West Coast politicians, 
their states were irrelevant to the 
final outcome. With the conclusion 
foregone, an undetermined number 
of voters in the West simply decided 
not to bother showing up at the poll- 
ing stations. - 

As it turned out, the largest state 
in the Union with the biggest single 
bloc of electoral votes went to Bush 
anyway, with Californians giving 52 
per cent to the vice president and 
46.7 per cent to Dukakis. The re- 
mainder was split among three 
fringe parties. The Los Angeles Her- 
ald Examiner announced the result 
with the banner headline “Read 
Our Lips: It’s Bush.” 

Democrats retained or expanded 
their control of both houses of the 
legislature and of the 45-member 
Congressional delegation. Re-<lect- 
ed with comfortable margins were 
six Jewish congressmen, all Demo- 
crats, with four returned from Los 
Angeles districts and two from the 
San Francisco Bay Area. 

Also in the Bay Area, two mea- 
sures backed by left-wing and Arab 
American organizations and strenu- 
ously opposed by the Jewish com- 
munity were handily defeated by 
better than two-to-one margins. 

The loser in San Francisco was 
Proposition W, which would have 
made it the official policy of the city 
to the creation of a ini: 
state in the Gaza Strip and West 
Bank, while providing secure 
boundaries for Israel. 

Going down to defeat in Berkele 
was Measure J, under which the Pai. 
estinian refugee camp of Jabaliya in 
the Gaza Strip would have been 
adopted as the university town’s sis- 
ter city. eee 

Across California and in different 
counties and cities, voters were 
faced with up to 50 initiatives, refer- 
endums and propositions, many ar- 
cane and parochial but some of po-

tentially significant national impact. 
Some 16 years ago, California 
voters launched the so-called “‘tax- 
ayers revolt,” which decreed a ceil- 
ing on goverament spending. As it 
across the country, the revolt 


brought about sharp cuts in liberal ° 


social welfare pi and pub- 
lic education while fuelling much of 
the conservative support that swept 
Ronald Reagan into the governor- 
ship and then into the White House. 


‘The 1988 version of the revolt was 
aimed at constantly rising auto in- 
surance rates, a heavy and unavoid- 
able expense in a state where pedes- 
trians are almost extinct and 


insurance is mandatory. Voters 


were faced with five competi 

ropositions in ἃ three-corere: 
ight pitting national insurance com- 
panies against the trial lawyers’ lob- 
by, and both against an ‘initiative 
backed by consumer advocate 


Ralph Nader. 

The public voted both its pocket- 
book and its dislike of both insurers 
and lawyers by passing only the Na- 
der-backed initiative, which man- 
dates a minimum 20 per cent roll- 
back in rates and tighter control of 
the insurance industry. 


Big Eastern and Midwest insur- 
ance and lawyer lobbies pumped 
millions of doilars into the losing 
campaigns on the valid assumption 
that what started in California will 
probably spread east across the 
country. 


Also monitored nationally were 
two propositions addressing the 
growing public fear of Aids. Picking 
their way carefully, voters rejected 
the more extreme measure that 
would have forced doctors to dis- 
close the names of known and sus- 
pected Aids carriers, while approv- 
1g another initiative which allows 
victims of sexual crimes to seek 
court orders forcing their attackers 
to take an Aids test. 

Passions in Los Angeles ran high- 
est over a purely local measure, but 
one with far-reaching implications. 
At stake was the right of Occidental 
Petroleum, led by Dr. Armand 
Hammer, to drill for oil along the 
Los Angeles coastline. After a par- 
ticularly misleading and expensive 
campaign, Occidental lost. 

The outcome is seen by the victors 
as a triumph of grass-roots conserva- 
tionists over big business, in the 
same way as the passage of the Na- 
der insurance initiative is considered 
a consumer win Over corporate ava- 
tice. A third corporate giant, the 
tobacco industry, also went down to 
defeat in its effort to block a steep 
tax rise on cigarettes. 

“We may have lost the White 
House to the big business party, but 
we've won some decisive battles in 
the field,” said one leading consum- 
er activist the morning after. 

The oil-drilling face-off was also 
seen as an early test of strength be- 
tween the two most likely candi- 
dates in next year's contest for may- 
or of Los Angeles, The outcome 
represents a setback for Tom Brad- 
ley, the black, incumbent, who

THE FIRST foreign policy utter- 
ance by president-elect George 
Bush, after announcing the appoint- 
ment of James Baker as his secre- 
tary of state, was that Baker would 
seek an early meeting with the Sovi- 
ets to discuss regional issues. 

For Gideon Rafael, former diplo- 
mat and noted commentator on 
world affairs, this underscores the 
super-powers’ determination not to 
allow local conflicts to embroil them 
in global confrontation. “The Rus-

“have concluded that dangerous. 


flashpoints of tension should be re- 
solved, neutralized, or at least quar- 
antined so that they don’t spili over 
into areas where the super-powers 
have vital interests.” 

This same theme permeates a se- 
ries of papers to be presented by 
Soviet scholars and high officials at a 
closed workshop near Moscow next 
week on “American and Soviet Per- 
spectives on Regional Conflicts, 
their Origin and Resolution.” 

“The Russian papers are ilhumi- 
nating,” Rafael notes. “They stress 
the vital need for the super-powers 
to protect themselves from being 
dragged into direct confrontation as 
a result of regional conflicts. 

“There will be a lot of talk at the 
workshop about crisis-management, 
and also about the role of the UN in 
mera stg The Soviet position 
on this has changed radically: today 
they support UN peacekeeping 
forces, both politically and 
financially.” 

The workshop is to be held under 
the auspices of the prestigious Sovi- 
et Institute for World Economy and 
International Relations,” headed by 
Yevgeny Primakov, and the Inter- 
national Peace Academy headed by 
Gen. Indar Rikhye of India, which 
promotes UN peacekeeping. 

Twelve American academics and 
ex-officials have been invited, a doz- 
en Soviets, and 10 participants from 
Third World states where conflict 
rages or threatens. 

Our own raging and threatening 
conflict will be represented by a dis- 
tinguished Egyptian, and by Rafael 
— for whom the visit to Moscow will 
be a powerfully emotional moment.

The Russians believe 
that the super-powers 
should neutralize 
regional ‘flashpoints of 
tension,’ according to 
former diplomat 
Gideon Rafael, who 
will be representing 
Israel ina Moscow 
workshop next week. 
David Landau reports 


AS THE intifada approaches its first 
apniversary, Says Rafael, and the 
broader peace process seems thor- 
oughly deadlocked, the super-pow- 
ers— Washington as well as Moscow 
πὶ may increasingly come to regard 
the Israel-Arab conflict as one of 
those endemic cases of “inter-com- 
raumal strife like Sri Lanka, the Pun- 
jab, or southern Sudan. In that last 
instance, hundreds of thousands of 
people are dying — yet πο outside 
power sees the need (or the interest) 
to intervene. : 


“They only feel forced to act if an 
inter-communal strife evolves into 
inter-state conflict. For instance, if 
Pakistan were to step in militarily on 
behalf of Moslems in India.... 

“Otherwise, they say in effect: 
Let them stew in their own juice, so 
long as the juice doesa’t spill over.” 

Arguably, this basic striving for 
containment and the avoidance of 
confrontation guided the super- 
powers even when the stand-off in . 
the Gulf did evolve into a costly and 
destructive inter-state conflict in 


geographic proximity to areas of vi- 


tal interest to them. They stood 
back and let Iran and Iraq slog it out 
— until the threat to key internation- 
al shipping lanes became unaccept- 
able. Only then did Washington dis- 
patch a powerful fleet. 

Regarding Israel, however, the 
extent of the super-powers’ imper- 
turbability is much lower.

PROF. STEVEN ROSENBERG 
learned when he was only a surgical 
resident that there are no easy bat- 
tles in the war against cancer. 

When the world-famous Ameri- 
can cancer researcher and surgeon 
was just out of medical school, a 
patient with stomach cancer that 
had spread to other organs suddenly 
recovered and all malignant cells 
disappeared. Hoping for a miracu- 
lous encore, Rosenberg took some 
of the patient's blood and injected it 
inte another patient with ἃ serious 
tumour. “It had no effect at all,” 
says Prof. Rosenberg. 

But the 43-year-old oncologist is 
very encouraged by a biological 
technique he has developed since 
1978 to boost the cancer patient's 
immune system by enhancing his 
own white blood cells and returning 
them to his body. “The method is 
still only in its infancy,” he told The 
Jerusalem Post in an interview this 
week, “but we are very encouraged. 
We have learned more about cancer 
in the past decade than we have in 
the previous century, and this is the 
only new technique to be developed 
since chemotherapy 40 years ago.” 

Prof. Rosenberg, head of the sur- 
gical department at the U.S. Nation- 
al Cancer Institute, caught public 
attention when, called to Washing- 
ton to operate on President Ronald 
Reagan's intestine, he declared that 
“the president has cancer.” Reagan 
has “fully recovered,” says Prof. 
Rosenberg. and there is no reason 
why [ should see him again.” 

But the Bronx-born doctor is best 
known among his peers for his use 
of Interleukin-2. a substance that 
strengthens the immunological sys- 
tem of patients with advanced, me- 
tastasizing cancer. 

He offered details on the biologi- 
cal technique to Israelis attending 
the First Congress of the Israel Can- 
cer Association at the Jerusalem 
Laromme Hotel earlier this week. 
Some of the findings he presented in 
his lecture will be published only 
next month in the prestigious New 
England Journal of Medicine. 

“Every young medical resident 
quickly learns the terrible devasta- 
tion of cancer. It kills more children 
than any cause except accidents, and 
485,000 Americans — and 5,000 Is- 
raelis — died of cancer last year.” 
About balf of 81} cancer victims can 
be cured with one or a combination 
of the long-standing anti-cancer 
techniques: surgery, radiation and 
chemotherapy: this makes cancer 
the “most curable chronic disease 
there is.” But half was not enough. 
and he looked for another way.

chemical substances known as lym- 
phokines. These white blood cells, 
im cultures outside the body, can 
produce large amounts of Interieu- 
kin-2, which in turn can destray can- 
cer cells in some patients when re- 
turned to their bodies. Tests have 
been started on animals and have 
proved successful. 

Six months ago, the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration (FDA) 
gave its approval for the use of In- 
terleukin-2 in clinical tials on hu- 
mans in the 30 cancer research cen- 
tres around the country. Since it is 
still experimental, it may be used 
only on terminal patients with me- 
tastasized tumours whose doctors 
have toid them “there is nothing to 
be done.” Prof. Rosenberg and his 
colleagues have found that it is most 
effective against melanoma (the 
deadly form of skia cancer) and can- 
cers Originating in the kidneys. 

Of 72 patients with advanced re- 
nal cancer, the tumours disappeared 
completely in eight patients: in 17 
others, the tumours were partially 
destroyed; and in the rest there was 
no effect. Melanoma patients 
showed similar results: of 48 treated 
with Interleukin-2, the tumour was 
wiped out ia four and partially in 
another six. 

In the past year and a half, Rosen- 
berg and his team have developed 
an improvement on the biological 
technique, taking the white cells not 
from the patient's blood, but from 
the tumour itself and growing them 
in cultures into “killer cells” for re- 
turning to the body. Since the sale of 
Interleukin-2 has not yet been per- 
mitted, the company that manufac- 
tures it supplies it to the hospitals 
free, But hospital and taboratory 
costs per patient are still high. 

There are side effects, including 
the retention of fluids, but Prof. Ro- 
senberg says that they are all “‘con- 
trollable and reversible.’ 

He is not ¢ager to hold a monopo- 
ly on the technique. “I'm extremely 
delighted whenever more research- 
ers decide to work on the biological 
technique because that will make it 
3 more potent weapon.” But he ad- 
mits that in the beginning oncolo- 
gists who thought surgery, radiation 
and chemotherapy were the only 


ways to treat cancer were very skep- 
tical about the fourth approach. 

“{ have a sign on my wall with a 
quote from a Belgian philosopher: 
‘At every path that leads to the fu- 
ture, tradition has placed at each of 
them 10.000 men to guard the 
past.” " But now, he adds happily, 
the Interleukin-2 approach is re- 
garded very favourably and with 
much anticipation. Still, he warns 
that much work has yet to be done 
and that it is not available freely to 
patients, 


AT THE NATIONAL Cancer In- 
Stitute near Washington, D.C., 
there are a number of Israeli doctors 
who are working under Rosenberg 
and studying the technique for a 
year or two. One of them is Dr. 
Eitan Shiloni, who has returned to 
Hadassah-University Hospital in Je- 
Tusalem's Ein Kerem, where he will 
be working on the biological tech- 
nique. 

“It's almost like a kibbutz," Re- 
senberg says with a smile. “1 forgot 
most of the Hebrew I learned at 
home. at yeshiva until second grade, 
and at afternoon Hebrew school. So 
[ insist that, while they may speak 
Hebrew among themselves, they 
must not write their lab notes in 
Hebrew so I can understand their 
findings.” He is very proud of local 
advances in cancer research, and 
thinks Israelis will have a part in the 
discovery of a major breakthrough 
in the future. 


His parents, now aged 90 and 82. 


and living in Tel Aviv, retired and 
came on aliya from New York in 
1968. They are very proud of his 
connection with this country, which 
he visits frequently, and with the 
Israel Cancer Association, for which 
he is helping to promote next week's 
“Knock on the Door" fund-raising

“My parents were born in Poland 
and moved to the U.S. as teenagers, 
and they spent some 50 years of 
their lives in America. But since 
coming here, they talk as if they 
went straight from Poland to Israel.

its medical school in Baltimore. He 
received a Ph.D. in biophysics and 
then did a surgical residency in Bos- 
ton. There he met his wife, Alice, 
who was a nurse. 

The couple have three daughters, 
aged 17, 15 and seven, and at least 
one of them already shows a scien- 
tific bent. Alice says that he works 
seven days a week, but that since the 
institute is only a six-minute drive 
away from home, his absences are 
more bearable. 

He spends a fifth of his Gime run- 
ning the surgical department, and 
divides the rest equally between re- 
search and his clinical work with 
patients. “We are very proud of him 
and very interested in his patients 
and research, which he talks about 
over the dinner table.“ The subject 
of cancer doesn't seem to spoil their 
i oa as they hope that his work 

ill result in the saving of many lives 
in the future. 

“The reason our technique has 
attracted so much attention is not 
that it can cure cancer today, but 
that it offers hope of doing so in the 
future,” he stresses. 


AIDS RESEARCH has gobbled up 
much in U.S. goverment funds, 
and “while the death of any person 
is a tragedy, only 10,000 Americans 
died from Aids last year, while 
485,000 died from cancer. Of them, 
100,000 deaths were completely pre- 
ventable — lung cancer victims who 
smoked cigarettes. There are tre~ 
mendous headlines every five years 
or so when a jumbo jet crashes kill- 
ing 350 passengers. But cancer 
deaths, which don’t get headlines, 
equal a jumbo jet crash every day of 
the year! I don't know how cigarette 
manufacturers can even sleep at 
night.” 

Rosenberg dismisses recent 
claims that patients can fight their 
cancer with optimism and positive 
attitudes. ‘A patient's emotional re- 
action can affect his ability to toler- 
ate cancer treatment, but I don’t see 


any evidence that one’s emotional 
state of mind can affect the growth 
of a tumour.” 

The Israel Cancer Association's 
drive next week hopes to raise over 
NIS 4m. for its varied activities. 
Founded in 1952, it does not receive 
(and never has) government fund- 
ing. depending solely on contribu- 
tions from Israel and abroad, includ- 
ing from estates and wills. 

Government budget cuts have in- 
creased the demands for its services, 
and the association even pays the 
salaries of doctors and researchers 
at state hospitals and institutes who 
would otherwise possibly be fired 
for lack of funds, according to asso- 
ciation Director-General Shlomo 
Batsia. 

The former banker and comput- 
er-businessman says he started as a 
volunteer, but quickly was captivat- 

by the “excellent, important 
work” that the association does and 
five years ago agreed to be its direc- 
tor-general. 

Tts budget goes to cancer preven- 
tion (including paid public service 
announcements on TV on the dan- 
gers of smoking, bad diet and sun- 
burn), rehabilitation of cancer pa- 


tients, the ase of advanced 
equipment for oncology depart- 
ments and support for research -- all 


from a NIS 10m. annual budget. 
“When I have to write a cheque to 
pay for TV time at NIS 5,500 for a 
half-minute my hand shakes be- 
cause I think of the need for money 
for treatment, research and paying 
the salaries of oncologists,” he says. 

‘When Prof. Shimon Slavin of Ha- 
dassah wanted to start a bone-trans- 
plant unit, he was told there was no 


money. “We subsidized each trans- |. 


plant procedure, and later the hospi- 
tal saw it was successful and very 
important and took it over. That is 
what we want to do,” concludes 
Batsia; “provide seed money and 
have the projects flourish and be 
taken over by the medical 
establishment.”

The conflict that doesn’t end 


The Tora reading for this week is Tol'dot 
᾿ (Genesis 25:19-28:9). 


“ANTI-SEMITISM” is a modern term, 
coined in 1879 by a German agitator named 
Wilhelm Marr, and it is ἃ false one. In fact, it 
has little to do with “‘Semites.” It has served as 
a transparent euphemism for crude and simple 
Jew-hatred which from time immemorial has 
accompanied the Jewish people throughout its 
solitary existence among the nations of the 
_ world. 

A 
Midrash who set forth the rule that “there is 
nothing that cannot be found in the Tora,” 
anti-Semitism can be traced to the biblical 
confrontation between Jacob and Esau, who 
became the prototypes for depicting the en- 
counter between Jew and Gentile down the 
ages. 

εἶν close study of the midrashic material on 
the subject indicates that the reactions to anti- 
Semitism in modern times differ markedly 
from the tone of the classic rabbinic responses 
to the same old problem. 

Anti-Semitism in its variegated manifesta- 
tions is typified in the Midrash by the animos- 
ity originated in the relationship between the 
two brothers. The rabbis do not see the con- 
flict between them as a totally irrational phe- 
nomenon. But its causes are not rational and 

- “explainable” on a basis of race or economics, 
nor are they attributable to xenophobia, igno- 
rance and prejudice. Jacob and Esau issue 
from the same mother and father, Rebekah 
and Isaac. They are brothers, equals, yet the 

. animosity between them is described as 

* inevitable. 

The strife between Jacob and Esau is pre- 
natal and is even noticeable during Rebekah's 


nancy: 
Prthe children struggled in her womb, and 
she said: Ἢ so, why do I exist?” ” (Genesis 
21:22). 

The mother-to-be was distraught and 
« she went to inquire of the Lord” (by the 
way, this is the first time the verb arsh, from 
which the word midrash derives, appears in 
the Bible). She is told that the offspring she is 
carrying are not just two innocent babes. but: 

“Two nations are in your womb, 

Two peoples apart still in your body; 

One shall be mightier than the other, 

And the older shail serve the younger.” 

(ibid. , 21:23). 

The notion of viewing the two infants in 
Rebekah’s womb as a metaphor for two peo- 
ples in competitive rivalry is backed up by the 


ccording to the rabbis of the Talmud and - 


the differences in personality type between 
the two brothers, culminating with the phrase 
“And Esau hated Jacob..." (27:41). 


The biblical story offers an eventual “happy 
ending,” with each brother going his own way: 
“So Esau retumed that day to his way unto 
Seir. And Jacob journeyed to Succot and built 
him a house, and made booths for his cattle” 
(33:16-17). But midrashic literature does not 
see things this way. There, the story of the 
relationship between Jacob and Esau is spun 
out into an ongoing historic drama which 
takes us up to the present and into the remote 
eschatological future. 


What took place between the two brothers 
is taken by the rabbis as a typological repre- 
sentation of the confrontation between Jews 
and Gentiles down the ages. History contin- 
ued to tum pages. but the typology remained 
fixed and unchanged. 


dant of Esau-Amaiek. 

The fates of the two -- Esau-Edom-Amalek 
and Jacob-Israel - are forever intertwined. 
Anti-Semitism in all its various garbs is only 
one of the expressions of the link. [t does not 
warrant a cause-and-effect ion. It is 
unavoidably, irrevocably there. It begins with 
the very birth of Jacob-israel and it is marked 
in the struggle between Jacob and the mysteri- 
ous “man” who comes to attack him in the 
darkeness of the night, identified by the rabbis 
(Gen. Rabba 75,3) as “the angel of Esau.” 
Jacob emerges from this struggle limping, but 
also with a new name, Yisrael, for he “wres- 
tled with God and with men and overcame.” 
(Gen. 32:29). This wrestling and destined 
overcoming will remain forever one of Jacob- 
Israel's distinguishing marks. 


WHAT IS the nature of the conflict? Here are 
some commentaries by the rabbis in Midrash

THE JUXTAPOSITION of Jacob and Esau is 
not a one-time affair or an antiquated myth; 
every day it is enacted and re-enacted anew. 
Any attempt to understand what may be 
called by extension Jew-hatred or anti-Semi- 
tism must take the Jacob-Esau encounter into 
account. : 
Reading the events as the Midrash does, the 
fact stands out that Esau is the progenitor of 
Edom, or is even Edom himself. Does it not 
say explicitly in Scripture (Gen. 36:8-9): 
“Esau is Edom”? Moreover, Esau is the direct 
grandfather of Amalek (36:12). The future 
bloody encounters of the heirs of Jacob with 
those two “representative” descendants of 
Esau are clearly marked in the historical 


tecord. 

Edom, the false neighbour-brother who 
pretended to represent brotherly love, ex- 
celled in “violence against your brother Ja- 

-cob.... and stood aloof while strangers carried 
off his wealth” (Obadiah 1:10-12). He is later 
identified with Rome, and subsequently with 
Christianity. The external historical trappings 
change, but Esau-Edom remains the same. 

Esau in his extreme form of Amalek keeps 
Teappearing in brutal confrontation with Isra- 
el. At the highest point of the Exodus, Ama- 
lek is there (for no obvious reason) to block 
Tsrael’s way (Exodus 17:8-16). And, a thou- 
sand years later, the master-mind behind the 
diabolic “final solution” designed to extermi- 
nate the entire Jewish people in the lands of

other as part of a fight for “space” and 
dominance.

The third rabbi, R. Brechia, seems to reject 
both of the above “explanations” of anti-Sem- 
itism and states that the conflict is something 
inherent in the very nature of the two broth- 
ers, even before they appeared in this world. 

There is yet a fourth, anonymous, view in 
the Midrash, immediately following the above 
text: 

“They sought to run within her. When she 
passed near a Synagogue or house of learning, 
Jacob struggled to come out, when she passed 
idolatrous temples, Esau eagerly struggied to 
come out.” 

This last explanation sees the conflict as a 
religious one. While it is perhaps possible to 
arrive at some kind of cultural pluralism, reli- 
gion demands exclusivity. Mother Rebekah 
was terrified: How could one person identify 
Simultaneously with temples and syna- 
gogues? She was comforted only when told 
that there were two of them, although she also 
realized that the two would not be able to live 
in peace with each other. 


WHAT ALL midrashic views have in com- 
mon, is that they do not deal with anti-Semi- 
tism only as a one-sided deplorable act com- 
mitted by Gentiles who are out to attack or do 
away with Israel. It is rather an inevitable 
reality of two intrinsically conflicting wortds, 
and one must learn to confront this reality, 
rather than crying over it or trying in vain to 
correct its causes. 

What about the future? Is reconciliation 
between the two opposing brothers conceiv- 
abie? Midrash as welt as later commentaries 
offer two answers, one pessimistic, the other 
optimistic. 

The verse describing the reconciliation 
meeting between Esau and Jacob - “And 
Esau ran to meet him, and fell on his neck, 
and kissed him. and they wept” (33:4) is tradi- 
tionally written in the Tora with dots over the 
word vayishakehu, “he kissed him,” which 
could phonetically also be “and he bit him.” 
How so? Say some rabbis: A miracle occurred 
and Jacob's neck turned into marble, so that 
the bite could not burt him. Hence, “and they 
wept”: Jacob over the pain in his frozen neck, 
Esau over his broken teeth trying to bite into, 
the marble. Even when a “dialogue” takes 
place, they say, it is not sincere. ‘They are out 
to bite, rather than kiss. 

This, however, is not the view of most of the 
rabbis who hail Esau’s kiss and tears as a 
moment of grace and of genuine feelings of 
brotherly love, possible in spite of the long- 
standing animosity between the two.

Symbolic start to rebuilding 
of East Berlin synagogue 


EAST BERLIN (Reuter) - The 
leader of East Berlin's tiny Jewish 
community made a symbolic start 
yesterday to rebuild a synagogue 
desecrated in the 1938 Nazi pogrom 
and nearly destroyed in the war. 

Communist Party chief Erich 
Honecker and thousands of other 
East Germans stood silently outside 
the new synagogue -- once Germa- 
ny’s largest — as Peter Kirchner un- 
veiled a plaque and told them the 
building would rise again as a meet- 
ing place and cultural centre. 

“Fifty years after the desecration 
of this synagogue and 45 years after 
its destruction this building will be 
reconstructed according to our will 
and with the help of many friends in 
our country and the whole world,” 
the plaque read. ᾿ 

Kirchner presides over a commu- 
nity of just 190, compared with the 
170,000 Jews who lived in Berlin 
when the Nazis took power in 1933. 
There are about 6,500 Jews in West 
Bérlin. :

A special section contains the re- 
mains of 365 Jews who died fighting 
on the German side in World War I. 
Another section, erected after Ger- 
many’s defeat in 1945, contains the 
graves of scores who died in Nazi 
death camps. The cemetery was 
closed in 1943, but historical records 
indicate the grounds were used on 
occasion by Jews in hiding. 

While projects have been 
launched to rebuild the synagogue 
and repair the cemetery. Jewish 
leaders in East Berlin say it will take 
years to completely restore them. 


“Restoration of the synagogue 
alone will take at least five years to 
complete,” said Irene Runge, ἃ 
spokeswoman for the city’s Jewish 
community. 

The two sites have been focal 
points of observances in East Ger- 
many to mark the 50th anniversary 
of Kristalinacht.

It bas already been noted by oth- 
ers that one area where Bush might 
present Israel with some difficulties 
is in the field of arms sales to the oil- 
rich countries of the Arabian penin- 
sula. Besides the possible interest of 
the Pentagon and its rumoured fu- 
ture head, Senator John Tower, in 
lowering the unit costs of U.S. 
weapons systems in an era of declin- 
ing defence budgets as well as a 
concern with bolstering the defence 
industry of Texas, the U.S. will have 
strategic incentives to move ahead 
more vigorously than it did during 
Reagan's second term. 


As the U.S. brings down the level 
of its military presence in the Per- 
sian Gulf, now that the Iran-Iraq 
War and the threat to Kuwaiti tank- 
ers have come to an end, Washing- 
ton will seek to preserve the unprec- 
edented level of influence that it 
acquired as a protecting power in 
wartime. But the expected Ameri- 
can reduction of force levels will 
open up new opportunities for the 
Soviet Union to renew the diplomat-

presence expanded in 1987. 

Under these conditions, the U.S. 
will feel compelled to initiate a new 
arms-sales drive, to preclude new 
Soviet inroads. While Israel might 
benefit from a Democratic Congress 
looking for an issue with which it 
can block the new Republican presi- 
dent, Jerusalem ought to think of 
ways of avoiding a direct clash by 
reaching prior understandings about 
weapons quality, deployment areas 
and schedules of delivery with the 
new administration.

with Israel don’t automatically. in-

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Israelis protest against IAF 
decision to use U.S. system

TEL AVIV - The ‘An Force has 
decided to equip its F-16s with a 
system developed in the U.S. in- 
stead of a superior local system, ac- 
cording to a group of disenchanted 
engineers from the Israeli high-tech 
firm Elisra, a subsidiary of Tadiran. 


The LAF replied that over the past 
year it has compared a number of 
systems, and selected the one which 


best fit its criteria. 


According to the engineers, their 
system was initially developed for 
use with the cancelled Lavi fighter, 
and was later adapted for the F-16. 
They claim that their system, which 
was developed at great cost with 
funding from the IDF, is more so- 


phisticated than the one chosen by 
the Air Force. 

The decision to cancel the Lavi 
project was accompanied by a deci- 
sion to purchase the less expensive 
American-made F-16. During the 
national debate on the future of the 
Lavi, the suggestion was made {and 
disputed by some) that electronic 
systems developed by local defence 
industries for the Lavi could be 
adapted to other planes and sold. 

According to the engineers, with 
so many Israeli defence industries 
feeling the impact of ἃ diminishing 
market for military goods world- 
wide, the IDF should purchase as 
many “blue-and-white” products as 
possible. 

The LAF said in response that its 
decision to purchase the U.S.-devel- 


oped system - which is, however, 
manufactured under licence by 
Elisra -- was based on a number of 
criteria. 

Over the past year. the IAF said, 
a number of electronic systems were 
tested for both the F-15 and F-16. + 
The criteria on which it based its 
final decision were the system's ap- 
plicability to operational needs. 
availability. cost. and compatibility 
with other sysiems on the plane and 
in the Air Force. 

Asa result of these tests, the LAF 
said. it decided that for the F-16 it 
would purchase the U.S.-developed 
system, manufactured by Elisra. 
while for the F-15 it would buy ἃ 
system which was developed for the 
IAF by Elisra and is to be manufac- 
tured in Israel. 


Refusenik’s wife reports surge 
of anti-Semitism in Leningrad

Increasing numbers of Jews in 
Leningrad are applying to leave the 
Soviet Union because of the upsurge 
in activity by the anti-Semitic orga- 
nization Pamyat, according to Ga- 
lina Zelichonok, wife of long-term 
refusenik Roald Zelichonok. 

Galina, who is abroad for medical. 
treatment on a temporary visa, hast 
been in Israel this past week. She 
said that Pamyat is still very active in 
Leningrad, even though the local 
authorities have banned the Russian 
nationalist group from holding large 
rallies. 

She said that lately. most of the 
Jews who apply to leave have been 
receiving permission, if it is their 
first application. There are about 
200 families in Leningrad, however. 
who have been waiting for years for 
exit visas. These include several for- 
mer Prisoners of Zion, such as her 
husband. 

Roald, an electronics expert, first 
applied to leave in 1978. He served 
about two years in a labour camp for 
his activist work on behalf of aliya 
and teaching Hebrew. His applica- 
tions to leave have been denied be- 


cause of his alleged knowledge of 
“state secrets.” 

“The Soviet government plays a 
game with ‘secrecy. and Western 
governments go along with it. Look. 
even Andrei Sakharov, the physicist 
whose secrecy classification is very 
high, has been allowed to go abroad 
as a tourist. 


“My husband did bis secret work 
over 13 years ago. Others who 
worked on the same project have 
since received exit visas.” 

She said that the improvements in 
the Soviet Union have been “only 
on the surface. We were told in July 
that both of us could apply for tour- 
ist visas to go abroad. But then we 
were refused. When we asked why. 
the official said, “You know why." ” 


At a reception held in her honour 
earlier this week by the Soviet Jewry 
Information Centre, Galina and 
others talked with Roald by tele- 
phone. Among those who spoke 
with him was MK Yair Tsaban, who 
“adopted” the couple some years 
ago. Tsaban said that Roald has 
been feeling more optimistic lately 
about his personal prospects for 
coming to Israel.

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Breakthrough in 
murder case of 
Jaffa wakf leader

TEL AVIV - The special investigut- 
ing team probing the gunning down 
of the head of the Jaffa wakf, Ah- 
med Fanjari, 50. in September, has 
seored a significant breakthrough 
and a string of arrests is expected. 
police sources said last night. 

Fanjari was widely resented in the 
community for attempting in No- 
vember 1987 to sell the land of a 
Moslem cemetery belonging to the 
religious trust for far less than its 
market value. The sale was called 
off after residents claimed that Fan- 
jari stood to gain thousands of dol- 
lars from the sale. 

Yesterday Gaza resident Ismuil 
Haniya, 63, was charged in the Tel 
Aviv District Court with acting as a 
go-between in attempts by the wakf 
between 1984 and 1987 to bribe to 
persons instrumental in getting the 
necessary authorizations for the 
sale. He was also charged with pock- 
eting some of the bribe money. 


Haniya told the court that he was 
innocent of all charges and that he 
was being framed by wakf treasurer 
Mohammed Mansour who was try- 
ing to disentangle himself from the’ 
affair.

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Is the Histadrut an election asset or really a liability?

HAIM RAMON is one of the few 
Labour MKs to come out and say 
what many people in the party 
think: the Histadrut is a political 
liability. 

One day after Shimon Peres in- 
structed his party’s MKs not to at- 
tack the labour federation because 
of next year's Histadrut elections, 
amon, in an interview, blithely ig- 
nored his leader's injunction (term- 
ing it “a magical spell to postpone 
problems”) and slid a razor-sharp 
knife along the throats of a number 
of Histadrut sacred cows. 

In a cold analysis of last week's 
election results, the relatively young 
(38) Knesset member scornfully dis- 
missed “the old thesis” — still propa- 
gated by Histadrat Secretary-Gen- 
eral Yisrael Kessar — that the 
Histadrut’s involvement in the 
country’s daily life serves to 
strengthen the Labour movement. 

“Wherever there were more His- 
tadrut institutions, we received less 
votes,” he says. “Take Yeroham for 
example: there's a Co-op, and Ku- 
pat Holim, and a labour council, 
and Hevrat Ha'ovdim factories — but 
how many votes did we get there?” 

Ramon blames this lack of sup- 
port at the polling booth on the vot- 
ers’ “awful” contact with the Hista- 
drut, under which the labour 
federation acts as both their employ- 
er and trade union. “Theoretically. f 
think this system can work, but in: 
practice it has failed. The alienation 
between workers and management 
in Histadrut firms is worse than in 
the private sector. The Alliance tyre 
factory is the outstanding example 
of this.” 

The deteriorating financial condi- 
ticn within Hevrat Ha‘ovdim, the 
Histadrut holding company, also 
alienated voters, who feared that a

next government wantonly pumping

the taxpayers’ money into ailing 
enterprises. . 

Ramon, who headed the Labour 
faction in the last Knesset's Finance 
Committee, is only too well aware 
of how shaky the financial structure 
actually is on which Hevrat Ha’ov- 
dim and its industrial arm Koor cur- 
rently stand. He says he advised 
Benny Gaon, Koor’s managing di- 
rector, not to commit “‘suicide’* by 
accepting the Koor position last 
spring. “But Benny told me it was a 
national mission. I admire him for 
this.” 7 


ON THE other hand, national mis- 
sions are precisely what the Hista- 
drut should abandon according to" 
Ramon, who wants a basic and dras- 
tic reform of the labour federation. 
“The structures and the concepts 
which were perhaps correct 70, 20, 
and maybe even 10 years ago are no 
longer right. The Histadrut does not 
have the strength to undertake na- 
tional tasks. The Histadrut cannot 
ensure there is employment in Yero- 


ham. If the government decides it+ 


does not want Yeroham, the Hista- 
drut cannot decide that ir does...It's 
the same thing for medicine, pen- 
sions and so on.” 

But Ramon takes care to stress 
that “I don't want to destroy the 
Histadrut. [ just want a Histadrut 
Clalit (general labour federation) 
and not ἃ general bureaucracy. I'm 
for the Histadrut aiding its members 
in all spheres, at work, and in terms 
of progressive health and pension 
funds, ['m just against seven pen- 
sion funds with seven separate appa- 


tatuses. I'm for the individual mem- 
ber and not the bureaucracy.” 

Ramon’s vision is of a labour fed- 
eration which, while maintaining its 
central role as a trade union move- 
ment, will free itself from its other 
responsibilities in the economy, al- 
lowing itself to become an influence 
rather than the main player in a 
number of areas. 


In teims of health for example. 


Ramon proposes that the Histadrut 
should function as ἃ medical insur- 
ance body, and not a whole health- 
care network. Arguing that it is the 
government's, ‘or even the private 
sector's job to provide and run hos- 
pitats and clinics, he says the Hista- 
drut cari remain true to its socialist 
principles by offering its members 
health insurance on a progressive 
basis (i.e. roaking its higher-paid 
members pay proportionately high- 
er dues) while using the revenues 
generated to pay for these member's 
treatment at government or private 
hospitals. 

The same thing is true for Hevrat 
Ha’ovdim. Crediting Histadrut con- 
troller Naftali Blumenthal for the 
idea, Ramon says Hevrat Ha’ovdim 
should sell off most of its shares in 
its companies. keeping only a 15 per 


cent stake or so in each firm to. 


ensure that the Histadmut still has its 
say. 


IF REFORMS along these lines are 
not implemented, Ramon warns, the 
Labour party will continue to pay 
the political price. “There is no 
doubt that there is a large number of 
people, mainly medium-level in-

tions. They see them as a tool 
through which we get money for the 
Labour Party. They hate this and we 
see the results when they vote.” 


Tn fact. be continues, the only rea- 
son the Labour party still controls 
the Histadrut is that most of the 
eligible voters do not bother to tum 
up to register their disapproval. “If 
the Likud concentrates on increas- 
ing the number of voters, particular- 
ly in the areas where they are 
strong, the Likud will dramatically 
increase its power in the Histadrut.” 
he says. 


Returning to his call of four years 
ago for increased Labour party con- 
trol over Histadrut officials, first is- 
sued after the suicide of former 
Bank Hapoalim head Ya'acov Le- 
vinson, Ramon says it is now up to 
the Labour Party to demand the 
necessary changes “from our repre- 
sentatives in the Histadrut. Just as 
the party makes decisions in princi- 
ple for its Knesset members to carry 
out, the party's representatives in 
the Histadrut too, are not 
independent.”

Both 
firms have been awarded prestigious Pentagon 
tenders along with huge contracts from vari- 
ous Latin American countries. At the same 
time, they have been chosen to take part in 
joint ventures with some of the biggest inter- 
national names in the business. 

Smaller and less well-known Israeli defence 
enterprises have also been enjoying their 
share of the booty. So much so that the inev- 
itable conclusion that emerges is that the 
country’s best-known export industry is finally 
back on the golden path. é 

Or is it?... . 


NOT EXACTLY. according to top executives 
in the country’s weapons business. In their 
opinion, the slew of big contracts won by local 
companies in recent months is not indicative 
of any new trend in the industry. Rather, it is 
almost pure coincidence; or, better put, a 
matter of good luck. 

“Tt Just so happens that all at once the 
defence budgets of five different countries 
were supplemented a little, and we happen to 
be the beneficiaries,” says a top official at 
Tadiran. “In this business, it’s all coinci- 
dence,” echoes a colleague at LAI. 

The problems that have plagued the de- 
fence industry over the past several years — 
namely sharp cutbacks in orders from the 
Defence Ministry and the frozen exchange 
rate’— they say, have not disappeared. But it 
may very well be that the shrinkage of the 
local market has been a key factor behind the 
sudden growth in export orders. 

Another point worth considering is that in- 
dustrialists in general are reluctant to admit 
that times are good. How then can they justify 
asking the government for a devaluation or for 
export “incentives”? Even more to the point, 
how then do they account to the one or two 
thousand workers they have just fired because 
of lack of funds? 


ONE POSSIBLE conclusion is that Israel's 
defence industries may not be undergoing a 
recovery, but may finally be coming of age. 
Little more than a year after the traumatic 
decision to cancel the Lavi project, they are 
probably adapting to the painful realization 
that “big brother” is no longer around to keep 
them afloat. And for that reason, they had 
better do their darndest to find new markets 
and develop new products, so as to become 
viable economic entities. According to one 
Tadiran official, it's now a matter of fighting 
for their own bread. 

Along with more aggressive export market- 
ing, this maturation has entailed adopting a 
more businesslike approach to producing and 
selling arms — an approach which until now 
had been almost foreign to the industry. More 
specifically, it has meant not expanding simply 
for the sake of getting bigger and not produc- 
ing another product just because it looks good 
or has a nice ring to its name. What it has also 
meant is some very serious cost-benefit analy- 
sis when considering new projects or ventures, 
accepting orders only when there is money to 
be made, diversifying into new products and 
markets, SO as not to find all their eggs in one 
basket again — and basically, just paring down 
to a manageable size, 

As more and more companies have been 
moving out of the domestic market — not all by 
choice, obviously -- and into exports, another 
longer-term change has become discemible. 


The Kfir has undergone upgrading. 


While years ago, the Defence Ministry, in its 
capacity as “big brother.” had subsidized the 
local defence industry, this situation has to an 
extent reversed itself today. As most compa- 
nies have found new export markets to replace 
the Defence Ministry, they have been able to 
continue supporting large production lines. 
Consequently, should an emergency arise, the 
Defence Ministry will always be able to rely on 
them for its own needs. 

IAI today exports 70 per cent of its produc- 
tion, selling only 30 per cent to the Defence 
Ministry. A decade ago, the exact reverse was 
true. Contributing to its record backlog of 
orders of $1.7b. this year are a $500m. con- 
tract to sell airborne systems to a certain Latin 
American country; another half-a-billion dol- 
lars worth of orders from a number of coun- 
tries for its Barak sea-to-sea missiles; a $200m. 
contract to sell Kfir jets to Colombia; a 
$160m. contract for the Arrow Project — the 
development of anti-tactical ballistic missile 
systems for the U.S. Strategic Defence Initia- 
tive programme; and 8 £60m. contract to de- 
velop night navigational systems for the Cobra 
helicopter. 


IN CONTRAST to the past few years, when 
the U.S. accounted for the bulk of IAi's busi- 
ness, this year Latin America reassumed its 
traditional role as the company's key custom- 
er. One possible explanation for this shift is 
that with defence budgets around the world 
staying put and even shrinking demand has 
shifted from high-grade to low-grade weap- 
ons. In other words, it’s now easier for LAI to 
sell some Latin America country a bunch of 
old Kfir planes, which have undergone a bit of 
upgrading work. than to sell a Western coun- 
try some advanced, but far more expensive, 
state-of-the-art electronic equipment. 

Still bitter about the scuttling of the Lavi, 
IAI officials insist that the burst of orders in 
recent months does not come in place of the 
fighter plane. These contracts would in any 
event have come IAI's way, even if the Lavi 
project were still under way, they say, since 
the company has always had the inherent ca- 
pabilities to undertake sucti work. 

Moshe Ortasse, the head of LAT's electron- 
ies division. one of the company's more lucra- 
tive units, says all his efforts these days are 
being geared to producing weapons which will 
answer the three main problems of the mod- 
ern battlefield: identifying and locating the 
enemy threat; suppressing or destroying the 
threat; and requiring as little time as possible 
between its appearance and its neutralization.

With regard to medical instrumentation, a 
field which may seem far-fetched for a compa- 
ny like LAI, Ortasse says his division is cur- 
rently working with Bar-Ilan University to 
develop a system which can detect cancer 
through a quick blood test. “It’s the same 
principle involved here as in war,” he notes; 
“it's a matter of identifying the threat as soon 
as possible.” 


REACHING MATURITY at IAI has also 
meant an end to constantly putting itself out 
on a limb and embarking instead on projects 
together with other firms. The company’s 
electronics division currently has some 50 lines. 
of cooperation with companies around the 
world, including the U.S., Spain, Japan, Italy, 
West Germany and Korea. “Assuming that 
the Defence Ministry budget is not going to 
grow in the future,” says another senior com- 
pany executive, “our main area of hope lies in 
joint ventures and industrial alliances with 
parmers in the U.S. and Wester Europe.” 
The bottom line at LAI seems to prove that 
the new strategy is working. After losing some 
$96m. last year, the company turned in a small 
but very meaningful net profit of $500,000 in 
the first six months of this year. Needless to 
say, this token achievement came at the ex- 
pense of the dismissal of over 3,000 workers.

Jump in provision for Koor debts 


Discount quarterly net off 38%

Israel Discount Bank yesterday 
reported an inflation-adjusted net 
profit of NIS 10.2 million for the 
third quarter of 1988, a 38% fall on 
the equivalent figure for the same 
period last year. 

But for the first nine months of 
1988, Discount's net climbed 17% to 
NIS 55.9m., giving it an annualized 
rate of return on equity of 8.1%, 

compared with 73% for January- 
September 1987. 


The source of the third-quarter 
decline was a sharp increase in the 
bank's provisions for bad debts, In 
an unprecedented departure from 
its policy of not disclosing any infor- 
mation unless required to by law or 
regulatory order, Discount an- 
nounced that it had made a ΝΘ 
19m. provision against its exposure 
to “a large client” — which is under- 
stood to be the Koor Group. This 
brought its’ year-to-date bad debt 
provision to NIS 80m., compared 


with NIS 78m. for the first three 
quarters of 1987. 

Discount is thus the third bank to 
specify the size of its provision for 
expected losses from the Koor crisis. 
and expectations are running high in 
banking circles to see how much 
Bank Hapoalim, which is Koor’s 
largest creditor by far, will set aside 
at this stage. Hapoalim’s results are 
due early next week. 

In another development concern- 
ing loss provisions, Discount's man- 
agement reduced the bank’s general 
provision for bad debts to 0.3% of 
its loan portfolio, from the 0.4% 
level it had set at mid-year. This 
boosted the bank’s net by NIS 2m. 
A general provision acts as a reserve 
against unforeseen contingencies, 
while specific reserves are, in effect, 
write-offs of known or probable 
losses. The hefty debt write-down 
caused Discount's gross profit for 
τὰς. οὐέτιεν, τὸ.

But, in addition, the bank suf- 
fered from the higher tax rate that

The great tennis war 


FOR MOST of the world’s tennis fans, however dedicated they are to 
reading tennis as well as to playing this gracious game, the war raging 
between the Association of Tennis Professionals (ATP) and the 
International Tennis Council (ITC) is completlely incomprehensible. 
It is as if these initials, ATP and ITC, have suddenly started to clash 
into each other like runaway logos in television political 


A bystander is tempted te echo the words of old Caspar in Robert 
Southey’s poem about Blenheim: 


But what they fought each other for, 
1 could not quite make out, 

But everybody said,’ quoth he. 

That ‘twas a famous victory.” 


This tennis war is not the only one that seems to be fought for no 
clear reason, as far as the vast majority of players and spectators are 
concerned. We know that John McEnroe feels strongly about the 
issue. but he feels strongly about so many things that we automatical- 
ly take his indignation with ἃ pinch of salt. 

So we might have ignored the battle of the initials, and said simply, 
“A plague on both your houses" -- if we had not already seen some of 
the ill-effects - the havoc wreaked by the ATP clique in the Benson 
and Hedges Grand Prix tournament at Wembley. 

This is a long-established tournament with a great tradition, offer- 
ing a handsome prize and substantial computer points. Among the 
winners have been John McEnroe (five times), Ivan Lendl (three 
times), Jimmy Connors (twice), Bjorn Borg and Yannick Noah. 

Presumably, in order to show their clout. eight of the world’s top 
players, using Ion Tiriac as a front man, or, 
tournament in Stuttgart offering more than double the prize money. 
It was perhaps poetic justice that two of these stars. Boris Becker and 
Andre Agassi, dropped out because of injuries. 

As far as can be understood from the publicity material of the ATP 
- with so much money, we might have expected them to have a more 
articulate public relations team - their main objections to the present 
system are to being ordered around by the ITC as if they were 
children, to the heavy demands that the ITC Grand Prix rules make 
on them — they have to play a minimum of a certain number of 
tournaments. including some with comparatively low prizes ~ and to 
the boredom of having to work their. way through tournaments, 
generally beating weak but aspiring opponents in the early rounds. 

Many of them certainly suffer many injuries during the year — but, 
the ITC answers acidly and truly, they hnave plenty of strength to 


As far as the personalities are concerned, we are in no position to 
judge whether the ITC has mishandled the players. But, if the result 
of the revolt is to be the end of the Grand Prix tournaments all around 
the world. apart from the four Grand Slam events, it will be a sad day 
for tennis. What, for example, will happen in a country like Israel, or 
in other poor countries, or in small towns? Will we never see top 


If another result is that the top players play each other over and 
over again, as in Stuttgart, this is going to be a crashing bore — and, 
what is more, highly suspect. Rightly or wrongly, few people believe 
that exhibition games are never “arranged” - and it is obvious that 
participants, even if they play honestly, do not battle for points with 
the determination they show in Grand Prix events. 

Furthermore, if the system is changed, we wonder how new players 
will push their way up to the top. Wher and where will they have 
chances to topple the top men? This is the great beauty of competitive 
tennis at present — the ability of an unknown to have his day against a 


If the ATP cares a fig about public opinion, they must offer us a . 
explanation of what their dream is. And it had 
better look more attractive than the Stuttgart caper.

Israelis seek more | 
power in the arm

TEL AVIV -- The second Israeli 
arm-wrestling championships are to 
be held at the Palace Hotel here 
tomorrow. The competition is being 
held under the auspicies of the 
World Arm Wrestling Council 
(WAWC). The top six finalists in 
both the men’s and women’s compe- 
titions will qualify for the WAWC 
World Championships to be held at 
Daytona Beach, Florida next 
month. 

The WAWC aims to tum the 
sport from a frivolrous bar-room ac- 
tivity into a recognised Olympic 
sport. WANC president Alan Jeffry 
is in Israel to adjudicate at the 
event. 

Seeking Exhibition Sport status at 
the 1992 Olympic Games, the 
WAWC has applied to the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee. The 
IOC's reply, making the sport’s ac- 
ceptance into the Olympic move- 
ment conditional on at least 35 
countries being affiliated with the 
WAWC, was seen as most encour- 
aging. The WAWC, which was 
formed in 1985, has a dozen mem- 
ber nations at present: Israel is the 
only one outside North America or 


Europe. 

The WAWC'’s principal aim has 
been the creation of a clear set of 
tules, with unified conditions for 
competition -- thisd is now possible 
because a standard rergulation table 
has been created . The tables, which 
cost NIS 3,000 each to import, fea- 
ture specially designed padded cups 
for the elbows. and handle-grips for 
the non-wrestling hand. 

Amm-wrestling has. flourished in 
Israel since the formation of the Is- 
raeli Council for Arm-Wrestling 
(ICA) two years ago, and the ICA 
now boasts over 1,500 registered 
members. Between 1,000 and 2,000 
men from all over the country are 

to compete in various 
weight divisions on Saturday, with 
500-1,000 taking part in the youth 
and junior competitions. The num- 
ber of competitors in the women’s 
tournament is expected to be some- 
what lower. 

ICA director Shai Ben-Shahar, 
who is also national champion in the 
super-heavyweight division, likened 
the action involved in arm-wrestling 
to throwing a heavy ball without 
bending the elbow... 

“The explosion into action is rath- 
er like putting your feet flat down on 
the accelarator and clutch simulta- 
neously” he said. 

An actual battle rarely lasts more 
than a few seconds, with split-sec- 
ond timing and tactical manouver- 
ing concidered to be vital. The 
build-up to such a titanic battle, 
which has its own ritual of psycho- 
logical preparation, culminating in a 
hand-shake, often lasts many long 
minutes. Training for the sport in- 
volves many long hours of develop- 
ing specific muscles, especially the 
flexors, radials, biceps, triceps and 
various hand-muscles. 

Seventeen different styles of arm- 
wrestling have been developed over 


the years. each -one utilising the 
wrestler’s relative physical assets. 
Leg positioning (one must remain 
firmly on the ground at all times) is 
considered vital. 

Ben-Sbahar dispelled the com- 
mon misconception that a long arm 
gives one an unfair advantage. 
“Winning in arm wrestling is 50 
cent technique and 50 per cent hard 
training,” he said.

during PNC meet

gins tomorrow and lasts uatil 
November 15. 

The IDF has deployed massively 
in the West Bank and Gaza Strip to 
block demonstrations urged in the 
latest leaflet of the “Unified Leader- 
ship of the Uprising.” The leaflet 
called for an escalation of protests 
during the PNC, climaxing with 
three days of street-celebrations fol- 
lowing an expected declaration of 
statehood in Algiers. 

Soldiers have moved in force into 
Cities and towns, taking over school- 
buildings and beefing up patrols, 
raiding villages and oaking dozens 
of arrests. Armoured personnel car- 
riers were seen in the Gaza and 
Nablus areas, according to local res- 
idents. 

Palestinian activists report prepa- 
rations for escalated protests, 
marches and gatherings to mark the 
independence declaration. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
and Chief of Staff Dan Shomron 
have warned that the amy will 
forcefully put down apy demonstra- 
tions. Shomron has said that calls 
for mass protests were a last-ditch 
effort by the uprising [leadership to 
breathe new life into the revolt, 
which he said was on the wane. 

The IDF is expected to close off 
the tervitories from today, barring 
Palestinians from leaving the areas, 
and admitting journalists only under 
IDF escort. 

Police summoned three promi- 
nent East Jerusalem Palestinians 
and warned them against taking part 
in any activities marking the PNC 
meeting and the expected indepen- 
dence declaration. They were Al- 
Fajr editor Hanna Siniora, Birzeit 
University professor Sari Nussei- 
beh, and Arab Journalists Associa- 
tion bead Radwan Abu Ayyash. 

In the Gaza Strip, the IDF said it 
had demolished nine homes after 
arresting members of an Islamic Ji- 
had cell responsible for grenade at- 
tacks on troops on October 11 and 
12, in which two soldiers were light- 
ly wounded. A cache of weapons — 
including an M-16 rifle, a pistol, gre- 
nades, ammunition, and explosive 
charges — was uncovered. 

A pang suspected of petrol-bomb 


attacks on troops was also arrested. 

OC Southern Command Yitzhak 
Mordechai said he had visited the 
family of three-year-old Osama Abu 
Ghanima, fatally shot by troops on 
‘Wednesday. The boy was the youn- 
gest Palestinian to have been killed 
by since the uprising began. 
Mordechai expressed his regret and 
condolences‘ over the killing, but 
added that parents should keep their 
children indoors in areas of tension. 
Mordechai said the circumstances of 
the boy's death were still anknown. 

A total of 12 Palestinians were 
reported wounded in clashes yester- 
day in the Gaza Strip, including 
three school children. 

In the West Bank, residents of the 
old city in Nablus reported fresh 
incidents in which troops entered 
homes at night, arresting youths, 
breaking windows, and vandalising 
furniture. In one case, en- 
tered a house with a ladder, and in 
another, threatened 8 man with a 
knife, residents said. 

Palestinians said a total of about 
70 families had been evicted from a 
makeshift encampment in the Jiftlik 
area in the Jordan Valley, following 
the killing of ‘an IDF reservist at 
Moshav Masu’a by a Palestinian 
from a nearby shantytown. Dozens 
of shacks were bulldozed, and sol- 
diers ordered people out of tents 
given them by the Red Cross, Pales- 
tinains said. The IDF has confirmed 
evictions but given no figures on the 
total number of people affected. 

The Civil Administration said 30 
illegally built homes were demol- 
ished in villages throughout the 
West Bank. The demolitions, which 
have increased this week, appeared 
to be part of the security crackdown 
in advance of the PNC. 

In East Jerusalem, members of 
the Arab Joumalists Association 
called for the release of an Al-Fajr 
journalist, Khatem Abdel Kader Id, 
who is in adminstrative detention at 
the Beersheba jail. Speaking at a 
press conference, members of the 
group said Id was kept in solitary 
confinement in a dimly lit and poor- 
ly ventilated cell. Al-Fajr editor 
Hanna Siniora said 24 Palestinin 
journalists had been put in adminis- 
trative detention since the start of 
the uprising. He called the arrests 
“repressive measures aimed at de- 
riving the Palestinian people of 
Enowing what is happening in the 
occupied territories.” 


Kollek urges mufti to score firebombing

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek 
yesterday called on the mufti of Je- 
rusalem to denounce the recent fire- 
bomb attacks which killed a Jerusa- 
lem mother and her three children 
in Jericho and seriously injured an- 
other woman in Wadi Joz. 

In a long and angry letter, Kollek 
rebuked Sheik Sa‘ad e-din el-Alami, 
the mufti of Jerusalem and head of 
the Supreme Moslem Council, for 
statements that he reportedly made 
abroad about [DF soldiers torturing, 
and burning Palestinians alive. 


Those statements were “ground- 
less” and “intended to incite,” Kol- 
{ek wrote. “You know that things 
like that are not said by reasonable 
people. It seems to me that you are 
abusing the Israeli democracy which 
allows each person to speak freely. 

“Your first duty is to condemn the 
shocking crime by young Arabs 
whose victims were a Jewish mother 
and her children who were burned 
alive,’ Kollek said. “It’s very 
strange that we didn't hear or read 
any denunciation from you and your 
colleagues about that.”

formed from right-wing, nationalist 
and religious parties which they fear 
would be even less responsive to 
their grievances. 


Yesterday's meeting, held in a 
tense and often heated atmosphere, 
was attended by council heads, 
Arab MKs, religious dignitaries and 
representatives of Arab organiza- 
tions who compose the so-called 
monitoring committee.

“Everybody in the Israeli Arab 
sector is very angry about what hap- 
pened in Taibe and concerned about 
what might happen to thousands of 
other homes throughout the country 
which were built without permits, 
and for those reasons nobody op- 
posed the decisions,” said Ibribim 
Nimr Hussein, chairman of the na- 
tional committee of Arab local 
councils. 

Referring to the decision to 
send a delegation to the UN, Hus- 
sein said it would be the first time 
that Israeli Arabs had taken such a 
step. “We are doing this because we 
simply don't believe that the govern- 
ment is prepared to help solve our 
problems and we want to put pres- 
sure on from outside,” he added.

Mubarak urges Israel to quit areas 


CAIRO (Reuter) — President Hosni 
Mubarak yesterday urged Israel to 
meet Arab countries half-way to re- 
solve the Palestinian issue. 

He also said the Egyptian flag 
would soon be hoisted over Taba, 
which arbitrators awarded to Cairo 
in September but which is still in 
Israeli hands. 

Urging Israel to quit the West 
Bank and Gaza, Mubarak called for 
“a creative coexistence” between Is- 
raelis and Palestinians, with mutual 

ition of rights. 

Mubarak, who was opening a new 
session of the National Assembly, 
said bis summit in Akaba last month 
with PLO leader Yasser Arafat and 
pie Hussein pointed the way to the 

ture. 


“This meeting marked the initia- 
tion of a new Arab movement which 


stands on solid ground and removes 
many of the residues and hindrances 
of the past... and paves the way for 
termination of foreign occupation,” 
he said. “It is up to Israel to shoul- 
‘der her responsibilities and respond 
to genuine Arab intentions to estab- 
lish peace in the area and to meet 
the Arab side half-way as proof of 
her good faith and genuine progress 
towards peace.” 


At the start of a two-hour speech, 
Mubarak said Taba would be part of 
Egypt for ever and Egypt would not 
allow encroachment on its soil 
“even if we have to offer all our 
lives." 

Egyptians, he said, could feel con- 
fident that Israel would quit Taba 
because it was committed to honour 


the ruling. 


“It is not in the interests of Israel 
to cast doubts on her readiness to 
fulfil her commitments,” he said. 

Mubarak continued: “Egypt has 
taken all the precautions which 
aeons her rights and safeguard 

er iaterests.” Without elaborating, 
he told members of parliament: “I 
do not have the least doubt that 
together we shall celebrate -- and 
soon — the hoisting of the flags of 
triumphant Egypt at Taba.” 

Mubarak was later asked to com- 
ment on prospects for an interna- 
tional conference on the Middle 
East now that Bush has won presi- 
dential elections. 


“Let's not rush things for the new 
U.S. president,” he replied. “We 
should wait, as the present U.S. ad- 
ministration is still in office.”
